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THE OPENING ADDRESS FOR THE 
GOVERNMENT. 
coL. BLISS DESCRIBES THE METHODS BY 
WHICH THE FRAUDS WERE PERPE- 
TRATED—HIS SPEECH TO BE FINISHED 
ON MONDAY-—SUSPICIONS CONCERNING 
THE JURY. 

Wasurneton, June 2.—The methods by 
which the Government was defrauded in the 
star mail service were effectively described to 
the jury to-day by Col. George Bliss, counsel 
for the Government in the star route cases, 
who spoke for about four hours and a half, 
The old court-room was not so crowd- 
ed as it was yesterday, but the open- 
ing address for the prosecution com- 
pelled the close attention of all who were 
present. When the court adjourned Col. Bliss 
had not completed his presentation of the case, 
and he will speak for an hour or so on Mon- 
day, when the trial will be resumed. He be- 
gan by describing the star route service, 
the duties and powers of the officers 
of the department, and the ways in which 
service has been increased and expe- 
dited for the benefit of those interested, 
The laws and regulations of the department 
relating to star service were fully explained, 
and from the tabulated statements and other 
results of the investigation, facts and figures 
were presented showing the magnitude of tho 
frauds. Finally, Cel. Bliss took up the routes 
referred to in the pending indictment, and 
showed how much of the pay bad gone to the 


men who did the work, and how much to the 
nominal contractors in this city. He was oc- 
casionally interrupted by counsel for the de- 
fense, but there were very few incidents to 
affect the continuity of the address. 

It is understood that ex-Postmaster-General 
Key will be a witness for the defense. ‘Ihe 
decision of the court which gave the defense 
28 challenges and the prosecution only three, 
placed the Government ata great disadvantage 
in the selection of a jury. It is said that the 
decision was not in accordance with prece- 
dents in the same court in conspiracy cases, 
and that the defendants’ counsel were success- 
ful almost beyond their hopes. The manner 
in which the talesmen were summoned has 
attracted some attention and excited some 
inquiry. 

FEATURES OF MR. BLISS’S SPEECH. 

WASHINGTON, June 2.,—In the Criminal 
Court this morning Mr. Bliss began his opening ad- 
dress to the jury in the star route cases. He said 
it was his duty to explain to the jury the reasons 
why the Government asked a conviction of the de- 
fendants, Through their action more than $600,000 
had been fraudulently taken from the Federal 
Treasury without an adequate return. The case 
was peculiarly conspicuous from the prominence 
eof some of the persons indicted, notably an ex-As- 
sistant Postmaster-General and an ex-United States 
Senator. The whole proceedings were character- 
ized by so many and variegated phases of fraud 
that perhaps it wonld be a tedious and difficult 
task to explain them thoronghly and comprehen- 
sively. Mr. Bliss then proceeded to read 
the statutes defining the duties of the 
Postmaster-General, and said that, acting 
under that authority, the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral had divided the duties and responsibilities 
of the office by a set of regulations. He then read 
tne Post Office reguiations which delegate to the 
Second Assistant Postmaster-General the super- 
vision of the star route service and the award of 
contracts. From July 23, 1876. until about March 
or April, 1881, Mr. Brady had held this office, being 
removed soon after Gen. Garfield’s aecession to 
the Presidency. During this time large sums of 
money had been illegally taken from the Treasury, 
ostensibly for the star route service, and the 
Government expected to prove that Brady, to- 
gether with other persons, had entered into a 
combination for the purpose of securing, and 


had secured, a large part of this money. 
The statute which says that the star route service 
may be increased in the discretion of the Postmas- 
ter-General, with due reference to the productive- 
ness and wants of the country, was particularly 
called to the attention of the jurv, and they were 
asked to bear in mind the exact language of the 
statute. He also read the statutes providing for 
advertising the letting of these contracts, laying 
stress upon those which provided for the fullest 
and most open advertisement, and which limit the 
existence of temporary servicetoone year. He said 
these provisions had been expounded by the Su- 
preme Court in a case decided in 1878—Garfield 
against the United States—rather a significant 
name. The Second Assistant Postmaster-General 
must hayea knowledge of the conditions and 
wants of the country. He has the experience of 
the past lettings, and can call upon the Postmas- 
ters along the routes and the Post Office Inspectors, 
and he did not believe there was a more efiicient 
body of public officers than the Postal Inspectors. 
Of course, the Assistant Postmaster-General may 
be mistaken, may be misinformed, but there could 
be no great change in the condition and wants of a 
section of country witbin a short time after the ad- 
vertisement of the service required. . 

Celerity, certainty, and security, said Mr. Bliss, 
had given the name to the star route service. 
These were the requirements in this service, and 
they were designated in the departments by three 
stars, one for each word—hence the name star 
service. We can readily understand that all of 
these routes cannot, from the nature of things, be 
self-sustaining. It would be unjust to the younger 
rections of the far West to demand it. They hada 
right to gooa and frequent service, but in the 
Janguage, ‘‘due regard must be paid to the pro- 
ductiveness and wants of the country,’’ many 
things might cause sudden ehanges in the wants of 
a section—a new railroad, a discovery of mineral 
wealth, and other factors in the development of a 
mew country. Then the service might require to 
be reduced, as, for instance, where mines are 
abandoned and the camps broken up. The 
statutes allowed a certain elasticity in the service 
fn such cases. The office was allowed to con- 
tract for temporary service within a certain 
limit, but it was bound not to pay more than a 
regular poportionate sum, in accordance with the 
length of the temporary contract, There was, 
however, nothing inthe statute to authorize the 
inerease of compensation because of expedition or 
increased trips, unless it was clear that such in- 
crease required more carriers and animals 
than the original schedule. The Government 
claim, said Mr. Bliss, that Mr. Brady habitually re- 
gorted to these statutes to increase and expedite 
gervice where it was not required—going to the 
extreme amount of compensation allowed by the 
gtatute, and allowing an extraordinary compensa- 
tion forit. It was, indeed, an extraordinary case 
which required the increase of the compensation 
and service to three times that called for in the 
original contract; in fact, it is doubtful if it ever 
occurs. 

Mr. Bliss was then about to read a letter from 
Stephen W. Dorsey, relative to the increase of 
fervice 02 certain routes, when Mr. Wilson object- 
ed, on the ground that 4t was the intention of the 

rosecution to put this paper in evidence and Mr. 

liss certainly had no right to preseat it in his 
opening argument. Mr. Merrick claimed their 
right to read the paper only as a fact which they 
expeeted to prove, and (o explain tothe jury the 
effect of that paper, He could not, perhaps, offer 
the original letter, but he could state its contents 
from memory and by referring to memoranda to 
assist him in so doing. Mr. Wilson argued against 
tnis position, saying thatif the defense in their 
opening argument should present the petitions of 
thousands of persons, from Gen, Sherman down, 
the other side would certainly object. 

Mr. Bliss—That is because there are no such 


papers. 

Mr. Wilson, (exeitediy)—Oh, yes, there are, and 
you cannot keep them from us. 

Judge W ylie—This is out of order, and I shall at 
once decide the question as the best way of pre- 
venting such proceedings. He then went on to say 
that the prosecution, while not having the right to 
present the original letters, could state the facts 
and refer to papers to refresh his memory. 

Both Messrs. Wilson and Bliss then apologized 
for the vebhemence they had shown in their re- 
marks, the court replying jokingly that perhaps he 
bad been slightly hasty himseif, but 1t had been 
effectual. 

Mr. Bliss, resuming, said that even if it should 
be allowed that Mr. Brady had allowed this extra 
rervice justly, still, they claimed that the amount 
allowed was excessive and could not have been 
granted by any honest public officer. They ex- 
pected to show that the increased compensation 
was allowed by Brady when the increase did not 
demand more men and animals, as the statutes 
require; why, some contractors had carried the 
mails with the increased schedule with the same 
number of stock and carriers as were used under 
the original contracts, and the sub-contractors 
never knew until long afterward, and then through 
the Inspectors, that their routes had been increased 
or expedited. They would show that Mr. ,Brady 
had paid for this increase, not only when he knew 
that it was not needed, but when he aiso 
knew that it had never _ been _ performed. 
‘An honest officer would never do what Mr. Brady 
had done—he had left it to the contractor to say 
bow much the service should be exvedited. They 
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could prove that the contractors themselve: 
through their nts, worked up these petitions 
for increase and expedition. They had articles 
published in the newspapers calling for it and sent 
them to the department. Brady had no guide but 
the contractor's judgment as to the number of 
stock and carriers required: at least he sought no 
no other guide. For instance, among several 
routes John R. Miner was the contractor, and John 
W. Dorsey made the affidavit which seeured the in- 
crease, r. Bliss quoted several other cases 
where one of the defendants appears upon the de- 
partment records as an afflant for the purpose of 
securing increase of service upon the routes of 
another defendant. 

Objection was again made by the defense to the 
introduction of these papers, but the court over- 
ruled them, ruling that they fell within the explan- 
atory limit allowed the prosecution. 

Continuing, Mr. Bliss said: The opinion of the 
rerson who performed the service, the person who 
was to receive the money, should have very little 
weight as to the requirements of the’ conn- 
try. No honest officer would accept it. Why 

the department not go to the Post- 
masters and Fg along the routes for 
information? hy not go to the sub-con- 
tractor, the man who personally knew the 
country, who did the arduous work, and knew 
how many carriers and animals he needed? The 
affidavit which had been uniformly used before 
Brady’s administration called for all of this infor- 
mation and more too, but he had entirely disre- 
garded the precedent. The year before Brady as- 
sumed office there were seven expeditions. From 
the day he came in—July 23, 1877—until the end of 
that vear he granted 16 increases and additional 
trips on 250 other routes; inereased the expendi- 
ture for this purpose $382,490 40, or more than 100 
ercent. The number of menand horses said to 
e required on some of these routes would be 
shown to be, on the face of the papers, far in ex- 
cess of the requirements, as far from the truth as 
if they had said 10 men and horses could perform a 
daily service from here to the Mississippi River. 
Again, the allowances would be shown to be far 
in excess of the sums required, even ac- 
cepting the false figures on the face of 
the papers as true. With the evidence before 
him ina case where $20,000 had been yranted for 
expedition, the papers showed that Brady knew 
that the sub-contractor received $10,000 of this 
sum for doing all the work and the contractor 
pocketed the remaining $10,000. Yet, knowing the 
cost of the service to be $10,000, he had repeatedly 
granted $20,000 for its performance. In a route 
from Silverton to Parrot City, where the original 
contract was let for $1.488 and was run up by 
Brady to $16,512 28, the yearly income was insig- 
nificant. One route after another was mentioned 


and 


» by Mr. Bliss in which the original contract had been 


let for a few hundred dollars and afterward run 
up far into the thousands by Brady’s orders. The 
income from all of these routes was altogether dis- 
proportionate to the cost of their maintenance, 
Again, said Mr. Bliss, we have never, after diligent 
inquiry, been able to find one instance where 
Brady had made an inguiry of any person 
along the routes as to the number of 
stock and carriers required for the service. 
They would prove that on one route, where stages 
were carrying passengers, the contractors had been 
carrying the mails far inside of the limit allowed by 
the contract, and that expedition had been allowed 
on this route, when both before its allowance and 
after the service had been carried in 31 hours less 
time than that required by the expedition order. 
Thus tens of thousands of dollars had been squan- 
dered. There were cases in which nothing had 
been gained by the expedition, where the mail was 
intended to connect with another line, and being 
expedited it had been necessary to let it lay over 
for days waiting for the arrival of the carriers on 
the other routes. Here again was a sink-hole for 
thousands of dollars. Routes had been expedited 
to an impracticable speed. The sub-contractor 
received one-half of the sum allowed, and was com- 
pelled to pay all of the fines and forfeits incurred 
from his failure to perform an impossibity, 
and consequently this unfortunate individual 
sometimes found himself far in debt to the Govern- 
ment Instead of receiving a compensation. In the 
ease of a route from Bismarck, within three months 
after the contractors had reported that there were 
no Post Offices, mails or trails ona route applica- 
tions were filed ana allowed for expedition and in- 
crease based on the enormous business on the 
route. On another route the sub-contractor had 
stated that while there were no Post Offices or 
trails along his route, there were afew inhabitants, 
but if they wanted a mail it would be necessary to 
send along acompany of soldiers because the car- 
riers had been chased and shot at by Indians. 
** Mark this,”’ said Mr, Bliss; “‘in three months 
this same route had assumed such importance in 
Brady's eyes that it was run upto over $70,000, 
Take that same route from Silverton to Parrot 
City—one of John W. Dorsey’s pet routes. He had 
taken it at $1,488 in the first place and paid the 
sub-contractor $2,280 for doing the work. Now,” 
saic Mr. Bliss, “this was a liberal action froma 
man who only a few years since had been a 
humble mechanic in a New-England town. Tama 
Yankee‘ mvyself,”’ said the speaker, ‘“‘and I con- 
fess I could not understand his action as re- 
flecting creait upon Yankee management at 
first, but I found reasons to modify 
my opinion afterward, for within a short 
period, through Brady’s orders, Dorsey was re- 
ceiving $15,741 from this route, originally let at 

1.488." One of Peck's routes, up in Oregon, 

rom Eugene City to Bridge Creek, was let for 
$2,468, and in a fit of liberality Peck paid the sub- 
contractor $2,700 forthe service. “See the result 
of a good action,” Mr. Bliss remarked; “ina few 
weeks he began to receive $19,135 36 per annum 
from this route; he was honest, and allowed the 
Government the odd 4 cents.’’ Another strong 
case was the route from Rawlings to White River, 
originally let for $1,700, the sub-contractor getting 
$2,500; but before many days the Government was 
paying for this service at the rate of $20,281 25 per 
annum. 

At this point, Mr. Bliss having already consumed 
two hours and a half in his address, the court took 
a recess for half an hour. Ati o’clock Mr. Bliss 
again took up his argument. He said that all of 
the charges he had made were susceptible of 
proof, and they held the proof. The meaning of 
the word ‘‘a failing contractor’ was explained to 
the jury as applying to a eontractor who had 
failed without sufficient cause to perform the ser 
vice contracted for. In that case his sureties were 
liable for damages and the contractor was de- 
barred from securing any contract thereafter from 
the department. It was Turner's duty, as corre- 
sponding clerk, to receive the papers and peti- 
tions, place them in a jaeket, (or envelope,) 
and place upon the outside a correct 
brief of their contents. But Turner did 
not do this. He did not make a 
true brief. Everything indorsed upon the 
jacket was_ tavorable, so that when it 
passed under the inspection of the Postmaster- 
General, he would accept the brief as matter upon 
which to base his action in ordering increased ser- 
vice. This wasa small duty, but a very exsential 
one. At Fort McDermott there was a number of 
soldiers, and they had written an indignant letter 
to the department, saying they had not received 
letters for 37 days, and asking the department to 
send their mall to some point to which they could 
send a messenger and get it. Turner haa ingen- 
jously inclosed this letter with others in a 
jacket and indorsed thereon a statement to 
the effect that all of the military and citi- 
zens along the route demanded more ser- 
vice, and it was accordingly allowed, and 
even expedited. A route had been established 
from two points on opposite sides of a mountaix, 
which was impassable for three-quarters of the 
year—this was from Ouray to Los Pinos. So it be- 
came necessary to go aronnd the mountain and in 
ro doing it passed over part of two other routes, 
one a daily, the other a weekly route. The service 
on the latter was not performed by the contractor, 
but the compensation was paid; yet that part of 
the files which remained showed that the service 
was not performed. The other papers whieh would 
have formed conclusive evidence had mysteriously 
disappeared from the files. 

Mr. Wilson interrupted to ask what the amount 
was thus paid for non-performance of work, to 
which Mr. Bliss replied that he did not at present 
remember the exact amonnt, ** but,’’ said he, ** you 
need be underno apprehension on that score. The 
Government has managed to get square on this 
steal since the beginning of this investigation.” 

Mr. Wilson—I presume it was a trifling sum. 

Mr. Bliss—No matter; if Mr, Brady, as a public 
officer, stole 10 cents, he is;worthy of punishment. 

One case after another was described by Mr. 
Bliss to the jury, and he remarked that if there was 
any kind of swindling in these matters which had 
not been adopted by the defendants and contract- 
ors, it was only for want of inventive skill—not for 
the lack of will. And their inventive power was 
of no mean order either, said Mr. Bliss. One of 
the requirements of the service was that the car- 
riers should return mail to each terminal 
station as evidence of having gone over the 
route. But they did not always do this, 
for on some routes the carriers wert 
out 20 miles from the terminus to the first 
office, and then returned without going over the 
route: still the contractor received his money. At 
ene time there seems to have been a temporary 
disagreement between Brady and the contractors, 
and at one fell swoop he had revoked all of the 
orders of expedition and increase. But a truce 
was patched up and again the machine ran smooth- 
ly. Taking up the methods pursued of securing 
petitions Mr. Bliss said persons living 30 miles from 
a route were frequently solicited to sign the peti- 
tions. After they were prepared and signed alter- 
ations were made in them and interlineations in 
an entirely different band; for example, asking for 
an expedition which increased the cost of the ser- 
vice from $800 to $2,200. Senator Saunders, of Ne- 
braska, signed this petition, but it was evident that 
the words ‘‘and increased to 12 hours,’ had been 
inserted afterward, and they could show by whom. 
In 30 months some 400 routes, operated by 13 fa- 
vored contractors, were increased from $762,855 to 
$2,723,464 per annum. On other routes, originally 
let for $41,185, Brady’s fostering care had caused to 
be expended in 334 years, after all fines and deduc- 
tions, the sum of $690,824 01. It might be said that 
this money had all been expended for the benefit 
of the service, but he would show that it had not, 
and he again mentioned routes where the sub-con- 
tractors received only a small portion of the con- 
tract figure, the contractor remaining in Washing- 
ton and receiving the lion’s share. When deductions 
were made it was always from the sub-contractor's 

rtion. ‘The parties bad become careless and 
eft tracks behind them which they never would 
have done if they had expected that an investiga- 
tion wouid follow. In the one month of July, 1879, 
Brady had increased the cost of the star service 
west of the Mississippi more than $1,700,000. The 
appropriation ran out, and Brady bad secured a 
deficiency appropriation in the same year—this, 
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too, from a Democratic economical Congress. Per- 
haps, said Mr. Bliss, we will lift the curtain just a 
little, and show how this sepreprianen was ob- 
tained. There was some kind of a Congressional 
investigation, and Brady imagined that, as a re- 
sult, he had secured amnesty and pardon, but 
the courts thought otherwise. One year of eredy's 
management cost $7,264,882; the contracts to be 
awarded July 81 of this year will only cost $4.486,- 
755. Theoost per mile had been reduced from 
$16 90 under Brady to $8 62 (a little more than 
half) under Eimer’s management, and this because 
there are now no favored contractors. 

Mr. Wilson objected to allowing Mr. Bliss to 
make comparisons between contracts let four years 
ago and those let now, which have not been, and 
may not be, performed. Besides, the conditions 
were greatly changed. The court overruled the 
objection, and after some discussion the hearing 
was adjourned until Monday. 
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FEARS FOR THE CORN CROP.

HEAVY RAINS IN THE WEST AFFECTING 
” PRADING IN CHICAGO. 

Cuicaco, June 2.—The heavy rain-storm 
which prevailed throughout the West to-day had a 
noticeable effect on values in the grain markets in 
Chicago to-day. Corn was decidedly stronger as a 
consequence of the wet weather which pervaded a 


large part of the corn belt and really puts a serious 


aspect on the situation as regards the next crop. 
There were many country orders to buy, but they 
were met so freely by the longs that the market 
fell back somewhat, though it rallied later. Oats 
were stronger, in sympathy with corn. The in- 
creased receipts of corn would ordinarily have 
weakened the market, but the fast-pouring rain 
was reported to be wide-spread. embracing a large 
area of the great corn belt. which is backward on 
Janting. The rain not only made local operators 
ullish in their views, but it brought in a good 
many buying orders from the country, besides stiff- 
ening the Eastern markets, but the demand was so 
freely met by the leading longs that prices fell 
back. They were then steadier, but improved some 
asthe rain continued to fall, exciting fearsin the 
minds of some that the Summer is going to prove 
a disastrous one for the crop. 

Wheat ranged higher, with a fair volume of busi- 
ness on the new basis, and a rather active settling 
up of old business, with some fears of a squeeze 
on the July dealfor Spring. There was a good 
shipping demand for cern. The labor troubles 
were cited as cause for much anxiety and caution 
on the part of the more prudent operators. Some 
dealers thought that the number of orders was made 
emaller than it would have been but for the strike. 
A well-posted operator said to-day: ‘‘This rain 
is especially heavy in Champaign, Ford, Iroquois, 
Douglas, and other Illinois counties, right in the 
heart of the great corn belt. The prospect for 
corn is decidedly shaky. There is yet a big acre- 
age unplanted, and it is now very near the latest 
date at which one can hope to plant for a good 
crop.”’ Another quoted the year 1869 as just such 
another season as this, giving a poorcrop of corn 
and acrop of poor wheat, so much so that the for- 
mer actually sold the highest in this market at one 
time.

SUDDEN FLIGHT FROM BALTIMORE 
EMAULT H. WILLIAMS, WHO 
HAVE BEEN MARRIED JUNE 14. 
BALTIMORE, June 2.—There was a flutter in 
society circles to-day over what was considered 
the somewhat sudden departure from the city of 
Mr. Emault H. Williams. Mr. Williams is the son 
of Mr. George Hawkins Williams, a  promi- 
nent lawyer, and President of the Marland 
State Senate. On Wednesday the young man 
Was last seen by his friends, and it is stated that 
he left the city that night. One thing which makes 


his departure seem strange to many was that 
he was engaged to be married, and the 
wedding day, originally set for June 25, 
was only lately changed to next Wednesday week, 
June 14. The wedding preparations were all made. 
Mr, Emauit H. Williams was one of the heirs under 
the will of the tate John S. Gittings, and on his 
twenty-fifth birthday came intoa fortune estimated 
to be about $250,000. {t is understood that on 
Wednesda7z he made over a deed of trust of his for-

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| tune to his father, as perpetual Trustee, and under 


the deed it is the Trustee was to 
pay him $2,000 per annum. On Wedndesday 
Mr. Williams went shopping with his fancée, 
Miss Lillie Hazlitt, and left her about 2 o’slock, 
telling her that he had to go to dinner at bis 
father’s. Mr. Emault Williams, it has been stated, 
has been living part of the time at the St. James 
Hotel for the last two weeks. He told Miss 
Hazlitt that he would return to see her at 5o0’clock. 
That afternoon Mr. Williams went driving to Druid 
Hill Park, with one of his family, and wasseen by 
many of his acquaintances. That night, aecording 
- statements of servants of the family, he left the 
city. 

Vhen this became known, all serts of rnmors 
were set afloat. Mr. Williams stated last night 
that his son had left the city voluntarily. The 
disappearance bas embarrassed the wedding prep- 
erations very much. The young lady was to- 
day confined to her bed, quite fll from 
the serious shock and the’ uncertainty of 
the movements of her intended husband. The 
wedding dress arrived to-day from New-York, and 
the wedding invitations were all ready to go out 
next week. She is oneof the Baltimore beauties 
and the daughter of Mr. James Hazlitt, 
of the firm of James Hazlitt & Co 
She is quite young, and was one of 
the reigning belles in society last Winter. The 
servants atthe house and hotel stated yesterday 
that young Mr. Williams had gone to California.

AGAINST FEMALE LAND LEAGUERS 


A THREAT EXCOMMUNICATION BY THE 
CATHOLIC BISHOP OF CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 2.—Bishop Gil- 
mour, of the Cleveland Catholic Diocese, to-day is- 
sued a card to the ladies of the Land League, 
threatening their excommunication unless they re- 
nounce all relations thereto. The action grows out of 
a recent sermon of the Bishop, In which he advised 
the women of his congregation to refrain from any 
political agitation. They refused to eomply, and 
in plain words told the Bishop to mind his own 
business. Bishop Gilmour refers to this language, 
and concludes his card: 

Now, therefore, I, Richard Gilmour, by the grace of 
God ana the appointment of the Apostolic See Bishop 
of Cleveland, hereby and by these presents excom- 
municate and declare excommunicated, ipso facto, 
and within the limits of the Diocese of Cleveland cut 
of from the communion of the Catholic Church, 
any woman now a member of tbe Parnell 
Branch, Ladies’ Land League of Cleveland, who 
shalt attend any meeting of said Ladies’ Land League, 
in what is known asthe Parnell Hall, Clevelana, or 
in other hali, whether such meeting be held next 
Sunday afternoon, or hereafter, at any other time or 
place.

THE EUROPEAN INTERFERENCE 
IN EGYPT. 

-ARABI PASHA CLAIMING THAT HE HAS ACTED 
UNDER THE SULTAN’S AUTHORITY—ALL 
THE POWERS ACCEPT THE INVITATION 
TO THE CONFERENCE, 3 

Carro, June 2.—Arabi Pasha has received 
a letter from the Porte warning him that he is 
held personally responsible for the preserva- 
tion of order and for the safety of the Euro- 
pean residents. He has shown the letter to the 
Consuls, and expressed his sincere disposition 
to obey it. Arabi Pasha assures his friends 
that he is perfectly secure with the Sultan, 
and can prove that his conduct throughout the 
crisis has been warranted and authorized by 
documents in his possession. He has issued a 
circular to the Consuls, in which he repeats his 
assurances that the European residents are safe. 

The Khédive has received a telegram from 
Constantinope stating that Dervisch Pasha, 
the Turkish Oommissioner, will start for 
Egypt to-morrow on board the imperial yacht. 

‘The Consuls have advised the Khédive to 
suramon Ragheb Pasha, who, if intrusted 
with the formation of a Ministrv, it is believed, 
will undertake to get Arabi Pasha to leave the 
country. The Khédive has declined to enter- 
tain this proposal, 

PaRis, June 2.—Several evening papersstate 
that all the powers have assented to the con- 
terence at Constantinople. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, June 2,---The Porte has 
not yet received an invitation to the confer- 
ence. 

VIENNA, June 2.—The Austrian Government 
has replied that it is disposed to accept the in- 
vitation to the conference at Constantinople, 
but it must confer with the other powers be- 
fore answering definitely. 

LONDON, June 2.—In the House of Commons 
this afternoon, Sir Charles Dilke, Under For- 
eign Secretary, said that Arabi Pasha had 
taken no further steps toward the deposition 
of the Khédive. The Government believed 
that all the powers would accept the invitation 
to the conference, He also said that the Gov- 
ernment was in communication with Admiral 
Seymour in regard to the throwing up of 
earthworks at Alexandria. 

A correspondent at Berlin telegraphs that 
the speech of M. de Freycinet on the Egyptian 
question in the French Chamber of Deputies 
vesterday, hus made a good impression in Ber- 
lin and will confirm Prince Bismarck’s desire 
to give moral support to the present French 
Government, 

It is stated that after the arrival of the ad- 
ditional ships at Alexandria, Admiral Seymour 
will be in a position to land 1,000 sailors in the 
event of an emergency. 

LONDON, June 3.—The Standard says it is 
understood that if a Turkish expedition is sent 
to Egypt it will be accompanied by Commis-

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DAGGETT’S WEIGHING CONTRACT. 


POLITICAL POSSIBILITIES CAUSED BY ITS AB-- 


ROGATION—THE COST OF TWO SYSTEMS, 

WASHINGTON, June 2,—Ex-Sheriff Albert 
Daggett is still here, and it has been declared 
by some of his friends that he was prolonging 
his stay in the capital in the hope of prevent- 
ing the execution of the order depriving him of 
his weighing contract in the New-York Cus- 
tom-house. While the Stalwarts have stated 


that the canceling of Daggett’s contract was 
effected for ‘economical purposes, there 


are some of them who do not pretend that it 


was done for any other reason than to strike a 
blow at one of the most conspicuous and per- 
sistent ‘‘ half-breeds” in the State of New- 
York. One of these men to-day declared that 
the only question was, whether Daggett should 
be allowed to hold his place when Thomas C, 
Platt, De Witt C. Wheeler, S. B. French, 
O’Brien, Biglin, and McCord demanded nis 
removal and had made frequent excursions 
to the capital with that errand in view, or 
whether he should be permitted to hold 
it and perhaps brag of his power with the Ad- 
ministration. Daggett himself does not now 
make any secret of his intention to make it 
warin for his enemies im the Fall. That his 
removal was unwise has been the expressed 
opinion of many members of Congress from 
New-York, and it is said that both the Sena- 
tors were opposed te it and protested against 
it. The men who are for Cornell here 
say that the effect of this business will 
be to enlist Daggett on the Cornell side and 
compel him to use his influence in Brooklyn 
for a man whom he would not naturally have 
chosen forGovernor. His inclination has been 
toward James W. Wadsworth, and it he 
should use his powers of persuasion for Wads- 
worth, it might give Kings County a danger- 
ous balance of power in the convention. 

Mr. Daggett was asked to-night what he 
proposed to do now that the Government was 
about to carry its erder depriving him of the 
contract intoeffect. ‘‘ Nothing,” said he, with- 
out apparent feeling. ‘‘ Nothing. I always 
take the medicine prescribed for me, no matter 
hew bitter, without a kick. I always feel that 
I can stand it if the doctor can.’’ He questions 
the soundness of the reasons for returning to 
the old system of weighing. ‘* What did it 
cost,’’ said he, *‘to weigh imported merchan- 
aise at the port of New-York under the sys- 
tem by whieh the Goverrment employed its 
own labor? [Pll show you. Under the Gov- 
ernment system, in 1872-5, 2,743,000 tons were 
weighed, at of $820,000. In 1874-5, it 
cost $615,000 to weigh 2,194,000 tons; in 
1876-7 it cost $625,000 to weigh 2,154,000 
tans. Under the contract system, in 1875-9, 
2,604,000 tons were weighed for $395,000; in 
1880-1 there were 4,853,000 tons weighed at an 
expense of $782,000. The weighing, which cost 
$2,060,000 from 1872 to 1878, under the Govern- 
ment system, would, under the contract sys- 
tem, have cost only $1,10,000 or $950,000 
less. If the Gavernment had weighed in each 
two years as much as I weighed in 1880-81 it 
would have cost $4,209,000; under contract 
its cost would have been $2,347,000, or more 
by $1,862,000 under the Government than 
under the contract svstem. These figures, 
which I quote, give the entire cost of the 
weighing department. There was paid to me 
$358,000 for weighing 4,853,000 tons, or at the 
rate of 7}¢ cents a ton,

A SICK JUROR CAUSES A POSTPONEMENT OF 
ELEVEN DAYS—WALTER MALLEY’S DE- 
TERMINATION, 


New-HaveEnN, Conn., June 2.—This was the 
twenty-seventh day in the Malley trial.wOnly 11 
jurors responded to their names, and State Attor- 
ney Doolittle explained that the twelfth, Daniel 
Lovejoy, was too ill to bein court. Mr. Doolittle 
said that he was advised; by Dr. Frank H. Whitte- 
more, the physician in attendance, that while Mr. 
Lovejoy’s recovery, was probable, there was 
no reasonable prospect of being able 


to attend to his duties as a juryman 
next week. Mr. Jones, speaking for the 
defense, said that his information coincided with 
that of the State Attorney, and he thought it 
would be idle to adjourn to an earlier.time than 
week after next. In accordance with the sugges- 
tion of Mr. Doolittle, Judge Granger ordered the 
court adjourned to June 18at10 A.M. Mr. Love- 
joy is 74 years of age, and the oldest member of 
the jury. For the last two or three days it has 
been noticed that he had been given to occasional 
spells of dozing while on duty in the jury- 
box. He had previously been one of the most 
attentive of the jurymen, and this propensity to 
fall asleep is now regarded as an indication of his 
approaching indisposition. He was taken ill with 
palus in the head last night after midnight. This 
rmnorning be attempted to dress and come to the 
court-room, but found it impossible. Dr. Whitte- 
more was called and pronounced the trouble 
erysipelas. It is almost the first severe illness that 
Mr. Lovejoy has had during his life. His present 
condition is not regarded as critieal. 

Mr. Bush, who is assisting the State Attorney, 
was asked to-day whether the cases against the 
Malleys and Blanche Douglass would be nolled if 
one of the jurors were to die, and replied that no 
such step had been entertained or discussed by the 
State. Mr. Bush said: “If the death of a juror 
renders a new trial necessary there will be a new 
trial, and that is all there is toit. The supposition 
that a motion will be made to admit the boys to 
bail is something that I know nothing about. The 
defense may entertain such a purpose, but if they 
do it has not been communicated to us.” Mr. 
Doolittie said also that a new trial would surely 
follow the death of a juror. When asked how 
long it would take to present the State’s rebuttal 
he said: *‘ lcan tell better when the defense get 
through. It wili take long enough to demolish— 
utterly demolish the defense—I can say that.”” Mr. 
Case, of counsel for the defense, said this afternoon 
that tbe defense had still evidence which he thought 
it would take two weeks to present. The Malley 
boys expressed some regret over the delay conse- 
quent upon Mr. Lovejoy’s illness. Walter Malley 
said to a reporter: “If Mr. Levejoy should die, 
and I sincerely hope he will not, I don’t believe 
this case will ever be tried again. I don’t think 
that even Mr. Doolittle will want to try it. He 
was obliged to try it in the first place because pub- 
lic opinion demanded it, but I would rather have 
another trial than to have this end as did the Hay- 
den case. We wantan acquittal, and we are wilil- 
ing to lie in jail six months longer if necessary. It 
is pretty hard on us, for the days now seem as long 
as did the weeks last Winter, but we have stood it 
for 10 months and I guess we can stand it longer. 
Iam not through with the case when the trial is 
over, for I sball never be satisfied and wiil 
not rest until the affair is cleared 
up. I shall keep at it until all is 
explained. After the trial people will not be afraid 
of being called to testify, and will then tell what 
they know.”’ Speaking of the testimony of Prof. 
Chittenden and the reported finding of three grains 
of arsenic in the body of Jennie Cramer, Walter 
said that he knew that arsenic was used in making 
glass colorless; perhaps it had been used in the 
glass with which the analyses were made. It was 
possible, he thought, that the arsenic found on the 
glass mirrors was obtainedin that way, for the 
poison would have been drawn from that as from 
any other substance.

IMPRISONED NEVADA MINERS—FATAL BOILER 
EXPLOSIONS—OTAHER ACCIDENTS. 

San Francisco, June 2,—A dispatch from 
Virginia City, Nev., says: “‘Early this morning, 
Richard Bennet and Dennis Calahan boarded a 
small hunting skiff and entered into the Alta drift 
in search of the imprisoned miners, and neither has 
since been heard of. It is feared beth have been 


suffocated by heat and gas. Soon afterward a 
Germar, known as “ Dutch George,” tried to wade 
into the shaft, but soon returned delirious. He 
subsequently stated that he saw a light and a boat, 
but nomen. Two other men attempted to wade 
in, but found the heat and gas insufferable and re- 
turned after going a short distance. It is reported 
that raps are still heard on the air pipe, indieating 
that the imprisoned miners are yet alive.” 

A later dispatch from Virginia City, Nev.. says: 
“A miner named Pike, of the Union shaft. by 
wearing a heimet, has penetrated to the end of the 
Alta drift. He found seven men uninjured sitting 
in the cooling-off house, 200 feet from the end of 
the drift. The only lives lost werethose of the 
two men who went in with a boat this morning. 


BRIDGEPORT, Conn., June 2.—John Casey, 
a single man, about 20 years old, was shockingly 
cut with a saw yesterday while at work in Taylor's 
saw mill, in the wood in the cutskirts of the town 
of Fairfield. His clothing became entangled in the 
machinery, which drew him over upon the saw. 
A deep gash was cut in his shoulder, and his chest 
was badly mutilated, exposing the left lung to 
view. The unfortunate man was alive this after- 
noon, but was sinking rapidly. The physicians say 
he cannot recover. 


ORANGE COURT-HOUSE, Va., June 2.—The 
boiler of Edward Dickerson’s saw mill, at Ruckers- 
ville, Va., exploded yesterday, instantly killing 
young Davis, the engineer. James Carpenter, col- 
ored, was fatally injured, and died in a few hours, 
John Garvell, a one-armed man, had his remaining 
arm broken, and will probably lose it by amputa- 
tion. Several other employes were injured, but 
eseaped death.

DEATH OF GEN. GARIBALDI 


HER LIFE WORK OF THE AGED 
ITALIAN PATRIOT. 

‘WIS LAST HOURS AT CAPRERA—EARLY AD- 
VENTURES IN ITALY AND 80UTH AMERICA 
—THE STRUGGLE OF 1848—BANISHED 
FROM HOME—TRIUMPHS IN THE CAUSB 
OF LIBERTY IN 1859-60. 

_ Rome, June 2.—It was announced to-day 

‘that Gen. Garibaldi was lying dangerously ill 

with bronchitis at his home on the island of 


Caprera, All the members of his family, re 
siding in Rome and Genoa, were hastily sum. 
moned, but they had scarcely departed for his 
bedside when the news came that Gen. Gari- 
baldi was dead. His death occurred at 6:30 
o’clock last evening.

GARIBALDI?S EVENTFUL CAREER. 

The father and grandfather of Giusepp! 
Garibaldi were both sailors, and he was himself 
trained for a sailor's life. He was bornin Niee on 
the 22d of July, 1807. It is related that his birth 
took place in the same house and the same room in 
which, in 1758, Massena, one of Napoleon’s Gener 
als and a Marshal of France, was born. Garibaldi 
was an impressionable and restless lad, fonder 
of sport than of study, and what early edu- 
cation he obtained was of a desultory char- 
acter. The language of Italy was not spoken 
in Nice in Garibaldi’s boyhood, but he 
learned to speak and read Italian from Padre 
Gianone, who not only taught him the Janguage, 
but instrueted him also in the history of the land, 
to which, when the time ‘came, Giuseppe 
Garibaldi gave all his energy and al! his 
devotion. The boy was put in a schal at 
Genoa when he was 14 years of age, and ‘rom 
there, in company with three other pupils, C esar 
Tanoli, Raphael Deandreio, and Celestino Berm ond, 
he escaped, and seizing a small sauing-boat In the 
harbor departed on a cruise toward Constantino- 
ple. The boys were overtaken by Dominique Gari- 
baldi, Giuseppe’s father, who followed them in a 
swift sailing vessel before they reached Monaco, 
and they were sent ingloriously back to the Gen- 
oese school. Soon afterward, however, young 
Garibaldi left the school foreverfand made 
his first sea voyage as one of the crew of 
the ship Costanza, engaged in the Levant 
trade, commanded by Angelo Pesante, a man 
whose noble bearing and skill as a sea- 
man made a deep impression upon the mind of the 
young voyager. Afterward Garibaldi made many 
voyages, sometimes with his father, and at other 
times with other sea Captains. He continued t¢ 
study the history of Italy, and determined at the 
first opportunity to do his share toward liberating 
her. On one of his voyages to Tagangog he formed 
an attachment for a shipmate, a young Lt 
gurian, who enrolled him as a member of a secrei 
society, of which Mazzini was the master spirit, 
pledged to the cause of liberty. This society of 
patriots had formed many plans, and Gart- 
baldi became an ardent and active member 
of the league. But someof the members were 
too ardent, and attempted to increase 
the number of conspirators too rapidly. The plan 
of the organization and the names of its .members 
reached the Government at Rome. A price was 
offered for the arrest of the conspirators, who 
speedily and ignominiously fled from Italy, Gari- 
baldi among them. The embryonie liberator, dis- 
guised as a peasant, passed through the Limterna 
gate of Genoa at 7 o’clock in the evening of the 5th 
February, 1834, and soon afterward arrived in 
Marseilles. Here, from the first Italian newspapers 
which reached him, he learned that he had been 
condemned to death, and wisely resolyed to re- 
main on neutral soil. 

Dumas, in his story of Garibaldi’s life, which is 
aneven more eventful tale than the exceedingly 
eventful life of its hero, narrates that while he was 
in Marseilles Garibaldi confided hfs sccret to the 

host of the inn in which he lodged, and that he 
was immediately arrested, and escaped by jump- 
ing from one of the upper windows of the house 
at night. Garibaldi, however, says nothing what- 
ever of this interesting episode in his autobi- 
ography. While in Marseilles? he met Mazzini for 
the first time. He made several sea voyages 
from Marseilles, and finally sailed for South 
America in a Nantes brig, the Nautonier, 
»commanded by Capt. Beauregard. Garibaldi 
was 28 years of age when he landed at 
Rio de Janeiro, with little money and no friends. 
Soon after his arrival, however, he met Rosetti, 
another ardent Italian patriot, and the two revo: 
lutionists engaged together in commercial pursuits, 
which resulted, as might have been expected, in 
bankruptcy. The war between Brazil and the 
Republic of the Rio Grande was then at its heifght, 
and Garibaldi and Rosetti, after some conversa- 
tions with prisoners of war at Rio de Janeiro, em- 
barked in a small fishing- boat to join the 
insurrectionists. On their way to Rio 
Grande they captured a _ Brazilian coaster 
named the Luisa, laden with coffee, and re- 
leasing the passengers and crew the privateers 
scuttled their own vessel and proceeded south- 
ward to Maldonado, whence Rosetti set off for 
Montevideo. Garibaldi remained at Maidonado 
for eight days and then sailed up the Rio dela 
Plata, where his vessel was attacked, south of 
Jesus Maria, by Brazilian soldiers in launches, and 
one of the sailors was killed, and the commander 
himsel? severely wounded in the neck. This wag 
Garibaldi’s first wound. Theattacking party was 
was repulsed, but Garibaldi’s sailors were terrified, 
and as none of them knew anything of navigation 
the vessel proceeded very slowly under the direc- 
tion of its wounded commander, until it reached 
Gualaguay. Here Garibaldi received medical 
treatment, and was shown every kindness, but 
when he wished to depart he realized that he was 
a prisoner of war. Rosas had issued orders that he 
should be detained. He remained in the town six 
months, when information was allowed to reach 
him that if he attempted to escape stealtnily no 
obstacles would be placed in his way. Therefore 


he started one stormy night on horseback, accom- 
papied by an aged guide, but after riding 54 miles 
he was overtaken by a troop of cavalry, bound, 
and taken back to the town, where he was 
seized and bune up by his thumbs until 
he suffered frightful agony. He remained in 
Gualaguay several months longer, when he 
was released, and proceeded in disguise to 
Montevideo, where he rejoined Rosetti. In the 
service of the young republic of the Rio Grande 
Garibaldi remained, fignting for its cause on sea 
and land for i4 years. One of his companions at 
arms, of whom he writes in his autobiography in 
most affectionate terms, was John Griggs, a young 
citizen of the United States, who fell, mortally 
wounded, in acombat with the Brazilian troops. 
Witbin a few years after his arrival in South 
America he married a young woman, whom he 
loved, according to his own story, at first sight. 
The surname of this lady is not on record, and she 
is known only as Anna Garibaldi. She accom- 
panied her husband on ali his expeditions; 
and suffered keenly the privations of war: 
Rosetti fell in an attack on the Fortress of 
Settembrina, and many others among Garibaldi’s 
Italian friends died during the South American 
struggles. Garibaldi organized an Italian legion, 
which did good service in the cause of the repub- 
lie, and many members of this band accompanied 
their chieftain on his return to Italy in 1848. In the 
brief intervals of peace which occurred during the 
stay of Garibaldi in South America he devoted 
himself sometimes to farming, on other oceasions 
to trading in horses and cattle, and also command- 
ed vessels in the coasting trade. He had no lack 
of pursuits, and the restlessness which was ever one 
of the most prominent traits ot his character led 
him frequently to change both his occupation and 
his territory. 

. The news of the political disturbances in South: 
ern Europe reached Garibaldi at Montevideo early 
in 1848, and he hastily embarked for Italy, accom- 

panied by his wife and three children and most of 

the Italian legion, including Col. Anzani, an ardent 
young patriot, who was baldi’s lieutenant, 

Anzani died while the vessel was approaching Nice, 

Garibaldi and his followers proceeded at once ta 

the seat of war in Lombardy and offered their. serv 

vices to King CharlesAlbert, who received them cold: 
ly. They fought bravely for him, however, and when 
the armistice with Austria was concluded, as Gari- 
baldi’s name was not mentioned in the terms, they 
continued to fight. Garibaldi had severe 





and Garibaldi was placed in-charge of a force, and 


sent to protect the eastern boundaries of the Ro-- 


ron States against invasion by the army ofthe 
ing of Naples. Garibaldi was elected to repre- 
jJent Macerata in the Roman Constituent Assembly, 
hnd took his seat at the opening of that legislative 
body on the 9th February, 1849; but immediately 
nfterward returned to the command of his forces 
pp the Neapolitan boundary, When the news came 
f the approach of the French Army Garibaldi was 
prdered by Avezzana, the republican War Min- 
ister, to return and assist in the defense 
of Rome, The city of Rome was to be at- 
backed for the third time sinco the days 
of Charles VY. and the Reformation. The negotia- 
tions of the triumvirate with Lesseps, the agent of 
Louis Napoleon, had amounted to nothing, Within 
the walis of Rome there were immense numbers of 
people, and comparatively few of them wero for- 
Bigners. Volunteers had arrived! from the repub- 
ican army from all the surrounding neighbor- 
hoods. Co!, Mauara had entered the city witn his 
legion of Lombards, equipped at their leader's ex- 
pense. Tbe Army of the Roman Republic com- 
prised 10 regiments of infantry, 2 of cavalry, the 
medici legion of 300 Tuscans, the foreign legion 
250 men, chiefly Frenchmen and_ Poles, and the 
{talian Legion of Garibaldi, comprising 2,000 men, 
all of whom, excepting 800, were natives of the 
Roman States. At daybreak on the 80th of April, 
1849, the arrival of the enemy was momentarily ex- 
ected in Rome, The French force was known to 
@ marching from Civita Vecchia, Arrangements 
had been made to alarm the citizens on 
the arrival of the French’ by ringing ail 
the bells in the city. Barricades had been 
erected in the streets, especially on tho 
east bank ofthe Tiber, to oppose the French if 
they should effect an entrance to the city. Gari- 
baldi, in charge of the First Brigade, composed of 
the First Italian Legion, the Battalion of the Uni- 
versity, the Battalion of the Reduced, the Legion 
of Exiles, and the Mobilized Finanziers, occupied 
she line outside the walls from the Postesa 
rate, the gate of San Pancrazio. Col. Masi, 
Col Savini, Gen. Galletti, Col. Galletti, and 
lajor Manara commanded the other brig- 
des. On April 80 the French advance guard 
pf 8,000 men was met andrepulsed, chiefly by Garl- 
baldi. The loss of the Italians was 50 killed and 200 
wounded. Tho battle lasted seven hours—from 
10 o’clock in the morning until 3 o’clock in the af- 
ternoon. On the 2d of May the Army of Naples, 
and five days later an armysent by the King of 
Spain, pen ate< toman soil in obedience 
jo the c: of exiled Pope. The bat- 
Sles of Palestrina and Velletri followed. 
Finally, on June 90, tho enemies of 
the repnblio gained a foothold within its 
walls, the Triumvirate abdicated, and after a little 
hesitation the Constituent Assembly dissolved. No 
further resistance was to be made by the Romans. 
Garibaldi determined not to fall into the hands of 
the papists, and collected his troops outside of the 
tvails, where he delivered a stirring address to 
them. Hetben started across the Campagna on 
horseback, accompanied by his wife, About 4,000 
soldiers of the Italian Legion followed him. 
Bis goal the little port of Cesenat- 
leo, on Adriatic; but he was hotly 
sursued by detachments of the Austrian and 
Prema: armies, and was obliged to approach the 
place by a devious course, while the number of _his 
followers decreased day by day. A mere handful 
of them arrived with their leader at Cesenatico, 
They embarked at night, in small boats, for Venice, 
and were fired npon by Austrian war vessels, 
Some of the | were swamped, and others were 
captured, one containing Garibaldi, his 
wife, and two sons reached the shore.

The Hunismen of the 
Alps captured one of the cannons of the Neapoli- 
tans, forced the troops from their position, and put 
them to flight. An amusing incident is re- 
lated of the day.

Finally the Neapolitan 
troops were withdrawn from the neighborhood 
and the populace hoisted the flag of Italy. 
Throughout the city the exclamations “ Viva 
Vitalia,” “ Viva Vittorio Emmanuele,” and “ Viva 
Garibaidi’” were heard. Garibaidi issued the fol- 
lowing proclamation:

This was the zenith of Garibaldi’s glory. The fol- 
lowing Spring saw the Garibaldian irregular troops 
distributed in Genoa, Allessandria, and other places, 
Garibaldi called to Turin, and Cialdini sent to carry 
on the successful siege of Gaeta. Garibaldi re- 
joiced that, although Rome and Venice were still 
wanting, there was to a great extent a united 
Italy—the onedream of his youth. But he felt and 
avowed that the final triumph bad been greedily 
snatched from his hands for the purpose of adding 
to the laurels of Victor Emmanuel and Cavour. 
That Garibaldi was desirous of becoming King of 
Naples was the conviction of Cavour and the cause 
of Cialdini’s mission to Gaeta there is little doubt. 
Some of his favorite Generals made little secret of 
their intention to make him King of Naples if pos- 
sible. Disappointed and soured, Garibaldi betook: 
himself to Turin, dashed his gauntlet angrily in 
the tace of Cavour. and then retired in high 
dudgeon to his rocky home on Caprera, there to 
brood over his partial and temporary dethrone- 
ment from the hearts of the populace of Turin, 
and to plan the deliverance of Venetia and Rome. 
The kingdom of the two Sicilies was merged into 
that of Italy. In April, 1861, Garibaldi was elected 
2 member of the Chamber of Deputies. In April, 
1862, he was appointed General-in-Chief of the 
National Guard. InJuly of that year he offended 
his Government by publishing an appeal to the 
Hungarians, urging them to revolt against 
Austria. Several of his officers were arrest- 
ed at that time, and Garibaldi im- 
mediately afterward retired to Caprera after threat- 
ening to attack Rome. Napoleon II. blockaded 
his approach to the-main-land, but with 2,200 men 
Garibaldi succeeded in crossing the waters, anda 
battle followed on the 28th of August near Aspro- 
monte, in which Garibalai was badly wounded and 
made a prisoner. He was released in October, and 
returned to hisisland home, He resigned his seat 
in the Chamber of Deputies in 1864. After a year 
or so of seclusion the hostilities between Prussia 
and Austria, arising out of the division of the spoils 
won by their joint assault upon Denmark, again 
drew Garibaldi from Caprera in consequence of 
the secret alliance between Prussia and Italy. 
When, in May, tho alliance and the position of Italy 
Was made public, the Italian Government deter- 
mined to raise a corps of volunteers, and the com- 
mand of the corps was accepted by Garibaldi, who 
addressed the following letter to the Minister of 
War, showing the unselfishness of his purpose. 
CAPRERA, May 11. 
M. Le MINISTRE: I accept with true gratitude the 
dispositions which you have taken and his Majesty 
has sanctioned relative to the volunteer corps. Iam 
thankful for the trust you manifest in me in giving 
me the command, and you will be good enough to ex- 
press tothe King my sentiments, I hope soon to co- 
operate with our glorious Army in accomplishing the 
destinies of the country. I thank you for your courtesy 
in making this communication tome. Accept, &c., 
G. GARIBALDTI. 
On the 18th of June Italy declared war against 
Austria, and a week afterward Garibaldi was skir- 
mishing on the left of the main army, round the 
passes of Southern Tyrol, at the head of 6,000 yol- 
unteers. Inono of these skirmishes, at Bagolino, 
Garibaldi! was himself wounded, but not seriously. 
On the 2th of June the battle of Custozza was 
fought between the Austrians and Italians, result- 
ing in the defeat of the latter; but the suecession 
of brilliant victories on the ge of the Prussians 
s00n compelled Gen, Benedick to withdraw troops 
from their front, and Cialaini made an almost 
harmless excursion into the T'yrol, Garibaldi co-op- 
erating with him, and finally into Venetia, where he 
was to act on lard in conjunction with the Ital- 
fan fleet, under Admiral Persons. The battle of 
Lissa was fought at sea and lost by the Italians; 
but Austria, having evacuated the whole ot 
Venetia, Cialdini continued his advances, though 
without retrieving the lost laurels of Custozza. 
But Konnigratz and Sadowa had completely de- 
moralized the Austrian Army, and on the 29th of 
July an armistice was proclaimed. By the treaty 
of peace which followed, Venetia was handed 
over to France; Napoleon, by an understood ar- 
rangement, immediately handing the Province 
over to Italy. Garibaldi was much incensed at 
this way of liberating Venice and so putting Italy 
under a quasi obligation to the Emperor of tho 
French. 
In 1867 Garibaldi organized another army to in- 
vade Rome, but he was arrested and sent to his 
home at Caprera, where he was watched by a ship 
of war to prevent his escape tothe main-land. He 
evaded the watch, and in October reached Flor- 
ence. On the 26th of October ho defeated the Papal 
roops at Monte Rotondo, but on Nov, 3 he was de- 
feated by the French and Papal troops at Mentana, 
and wounded. Onhis journey back to Caprera he 
was arrested and imprisoned, but was released 
after a few weeks. In October, 1870, he went to 
aris, along with his son Riccio and 
oth served the French Republic during the 
struggles of that year and the year succeeding. 
In February, 1871, Garibaldi was elected a Deputy 
to the National Assembly in Paris, but did not 
take his seat. In 1874 stories were published con- 
cerning his poverty, and offers of pecuniary aid 
wero made to him from Scotland, England, and the 
United States. Some of these he accepted, but he 
scornful! lined a gift votedto himin the Ital- 
fan Chamber of Deputies by a majority of 18% 1 
He was elected a member of the Italis 
ament in 187 nd has since warmly int 
mself in the schemes of the deviation of th 
rovement of the Campagna.

In his letter to Postmaster-General Howe 
resigning the Postmastership of Wellsboro, Penn., 
Major George W. Merrick, Independent Republi-

CLOSING. HOURS AT ALBANY 


DISGRACEFUL SCENES OF THE 
ASSEMBLY’S LAST DAY. 


THE ‘‘ FORTY THIEVES” FOR.A TIME INFULL, 


CONTROL—STEALING BILLS TO PREVENT’ 
THEIR PASSAGE —: HONEST MEMBERS. 


HEARD IN VAIN—-THE WORK DONE AND 


CLOSING CEREMONIES. 
ALBANY, June 2.—The Democratic Legisla- 


ture adjourned sine die at noon to-day. A volume 
might justly be written on its misdeeds; lessjthan a 
page would record its reputable acts. It entered 
upon its career inharmoniously; it ended it turbu- 


lently, even disgracefully. The Assembly Chamber 


has been the scene of many reckless proceedings 


since the 1st of January. None of jthem, however, 
ever partook of the lawless nature of the 
events of the closing day. A determined 
effort was made by the Forty ‘Thieves to 


crowd through dishonest measures, and numbers 


of these which they had been holding back in an- 


ticipation of the tumult that is always excited on 
the last day, were brought forward. Some of 
them were killed in spite of the unfair rulings of 
the member who temporarily occupied the chair. 
Others were swept through in spite of the loud pro- 


tests whieh came from the respectable quarter of 
the House, 

The House met at 9 o’clock, and, in the absence 
of Speaker Patterson, Col. Murphy, of New-York, 
occupied the chair. The three hours which fol- 
lowed were riotous intheextreme. Members from 
the country and City were alike actuated by the 
one insane idea that their bills ought to be passed 
if they would preserve their prestige and protect 
their political chances. Resolution after resolu- 
tion was offered placing bills on their third and 
finalreading. Such men as McClelland and Sheri- 
dan had little diffeulty in securing the atten- 
tion of the presiding officer. Members more 
honest shouted in vain for recognition. 
“Charlie”? Swan, a protégé of Tammany Hall, 
and by virtue of the tacit understanding between 


the Clerk and the Tammany leaders a sub-clerk of 
the Assembly, busied! himself in handling the pile 
of bills upon the Clerk’s desk. These bills were all 


numbered, and their reading should have been pro- 
ceeded with in reguiar order. Mr. Swan called

Mr. Breen, of New-York, got his bill providing a 

commission to select a parade ground in the Twen- 
ty-third Ward on its last reading. Then he offered 
an amendment substituting for the names of some 
Commissioners those of others which are well 
known to politicians. One of them was that of 
Edward Kearney, a Sachem of Tammany Hall; 
another that of John B, Haskin; a third that of an 
ex-office-holder, John Callaghan. Messrs. Robb, 
Sprague, and Roosevelt denounced the bill and 
tried to kill it. Mr. Breen wrung his hands and 
grew white as he thought of his cherished idol 
lying mangled, bleeding, and dead _ before his very 
eyes.

The 
resolution was accordingly read, only to 
be declared out of order on the_ technical 
ground that a_ bill was already being 
read and no other business could be interjected at 
this particular time. Had not Mr. Crane's friends 
calmed him, the Speaker might possibly have been 
compelled to read the riot act tohim. Mr. Roose- 
yelt’s bill requiring the election of the Aldermen 
of New-York by Assembly districts, which has 
been siumbering in the Senate for weeks, came 
back from that body, and was passed with little or 
no opposition by the House. 

A few minutes before 11 o’clock, the Democrats 
attempted to bring up their beloved Apportion- 
ment bill. Mr. Browne moved to lay aside the 
reading of all bills down to this particular measure 
and then to give it its final reading. This brought 
forward Gen. Snarpe, with the demand that the 
motion be divided. These bills, something like a 
hundred in number, could not, he declared, be 
thrown aside by any such wholesale resolution. 
Individual members in the House had quite as 
much right to have their bills read as the 
Democratic Party. Besides this, many of their 
bills were of much importance. There was, more- 
over, a rule requiring a two-thirds vote to advance 
a bill out of its regular order. Speaker Patterson 
ruled that his points of order were not well taken.

What Mr. Alvord really haa 
agreed to was that he and his Republican 
associates would consent to remain on the floor 
and transact routine business, if the Democrats 
would promise that they would not attempt to 
progress the Apportionment bill by anv outrageous 
rulings or nasty tricks. This was a proposition to 
wich Speaker Patterson consented, and because 
of which further action on the bill was postponed 
until this morning.

This was doubtless a worthy scheme, but the 
House, having no particular confidence in the com- 
mittee, looked askance at it for a moment, and 
then almost unanimously declined to countenance 
it. One of the last acts of the session was to pass 
the bill for the relief of the surviving veterans of 
the Mexican war.

QUIET END OF THE SENATE, 
WORK OF THE LAST DAY—INVESTIGATIONS 
TO BE CONTINUED DURING THE RECESS. 


ALBANY, June 2.—The closing hours of the 
Senate were among the most quiet and orderly of 


tho entire session, Tho protracted sessions of yes- 


terday, which did not end until nearly 2 o’olock 


this morning, enabled the Senate to finish up nearly 
all the work before it, and when the last session 
epened this morning, there were less than 20 bills 
onthe orderof third readings. These were soon 
disposed of, and, after alltho resolutions and other 


miscellaneous business had been acted upon, the 


Senate still had three-quarters of an hour before 
the time fixed for final adjournment, and was 
obliged to take a recess for lack of anything to do. 
At 11:55 o’clock it reassembled and committees 
were appointed to wait upon the Assembly and 
upon the Governor and inform them that the Sen- 
ate had completed {ts business and was ready to 
adjourn. The committees having performed their 
duty and reported, Lieut.-Gov. Hoskins made a 
farewell speech to the Senators’ thanking 
them for the complimentary manner in which they 
had spoken of his administration as presiding offi- 
cer in one of theirresolutions; hoping that their 
legislative acts would meet the approval of the 
people; regretting that his oflicial relations with 
them were about to be severed, " perhaps forever;” 
reealling in animpressive manner the melancholy 
death of Senator Wagner since the beginning of 
the session, and closing by expressing the best 
wishes of the speaker for their future welfare and 
happiness. He then declared the Senate adjourned 
without day. 

The following are the only bills of public interest 
passed at the closing session: 

The bill making an appropriation of $£00,000 for the 
Commissioners of Emigration, of which $50,000 is to 
be used for building purposes. 

fhe Assembty bili to elect Aidermen in New-York by 
Assembly Districts. In answer to a question by one 
of the country Senators it was stated that this bill was 
satisfactory to the delegation from New-York of both 
parties and also to the people. 

A bill authorizing the Attorney-General to move be- 
fore the courts for the removal of any Receiver of an 
insolvent corporation whenever he may deem it ex- 
pedientsotodo, This bill is in addition to the Insu- 
rance Receivers bill,and applies to Receivers of ail 
kinds of bankrupt corporations. 

A bili authorizing the sale of the Concourse lands 
on Coney Island owned by Kings County. This bill 
was recommended by the Board of Supervisors of 
Kings County, but Mayor Low is understood to have 
been opposed to it. Mr. Kiernan was earnest in urg- 
ing its passage, and !t was carried by 18 votes and sent 
to the Assembly, where it was defeated. 

A resolution, offered by Mr. Jacobs, was adopted, 
autherizing the Finance Committee, which had 
been directed to examine intothe affairs of the 
Emigration Commissioners, but which had failed 
to act for want of time to make the investigation 
during the recess. 

Mr. Kiernan, from the Senate Committee on In- 
suranee, presented a statement in relation to the 
investigation which that committee was instructed 
tomake. It wus to the effect that the committee 
had held many meetings and taken much testi- 
mony, but had not had time to complete the inves- 
tigation. It had finished the examination into the 
Receivership of the North-American Insurance 
Company, and was ready to report; but the report 
of the Assembly committee had covered much of 
the ground embraced in the Senate committee's in- 
vestigation, and the Receivers’ bill, that had passed 
the Legislature, embraced much of the legislation 
which the committee would have recommended. 
There being no immediate necessity, therefore, for 
haste, the committee asked leave to continue the 
investigation during the recess. Leave was granted. 

Mr. Grady offered a resolution authorizing the 
Committee on Cities to continue during the recess 
its investigation intothe Public Works and Police 
Departments of New-York. Mr. Fitzgerald op- 
posed it, and said that the utter failure of the com- 
mittee to discover anything wrong thus far was 
sufficient proof that the Investigation was uncalled 
for in the first _— and ought not to be contin- 
ued. Mr. Grady replied that the committee had 
not yet even touched the Police Department for 
want of time. The resolution was adopted by a 
combination of Republican and Tammany votes. 

Mr. McCarthy offered a resolution, which was 
adopted, that the Finance Committee be author- 
ized to continue during the recess the investiga- 
tion ordered some time ago into the various funds 
of the State, their condition, &c., with a view to 
legislation. 

Among the flood of resolutions for investigations 
to be conducted during the recess, Mr. Koch of- 
tered one of a satirical nature authorizing the ap- 
pointment of a special committee of three to visit 
the Adirondack Mountains during the recess and 
investigate the condition of the forests and the 
effects upon the rivers and streams of the State of 
cutting down said forests, &c.—all of which 
signified a fishing excursion for the aforesaid com- 
mittee of three atthe expense of the State. The 
Senate thought this proposition was a little too 
brassy and yoted it down.

RECEIVER PIERSON’S METHODS. 

A SCATHING REVIEW OF THE WAY THE AF- 
FAIRS OF THE NORTH AMERICA LIFE 
WERE MANAGED. 

ALBANY, June 2,—Major Haggerty, of the 
Chapin special Assembly committee to whom was 
delegated the duty of preparing the committee's 
report on the management of the affairs of the 
North America Life Insurance Company and the 
four companies intimately connected with it—the 
Guardian, Widows and Orphans’, Reserve Mutual, 
and New-York State Mutual—presented that ro- 
port this morning. Init he says: 

“Prior to ae eres when, as an unhappy whole, 
they were confided to the care of a Receiver, one 
company had been periodically swallowing anoth- 
er, assets had been transferred, and with them the 
rights of the poliey-holders. When the North 
America was placed in the hands of a Receiver, H. 
R. Pierson, it had within it the partially digested 
remains of the four other institutions. With the 
actions of the managers who brought about the 
bankruptcy of these corporations the committee 
had not to deal. The courts have been some- 
what unfortunate in their selection -of Receivers, 
The men appointed seem to have been selected 
on account of their special ignorance of the prinel- 
ples of life insurance and their utter incapacity of 
managing in a practical manner the trust confided 
to their care. Mr. Pierson was so devoid of any 
of the qualifications for the office that he was com- 
pelled to employ a practical man at a large salary 
to do the work that he, as Receiver,twas appointed 
to perform. The committee believe Receivers 
should be men in some degree fitted by train- 
ing and experience for tie position rather 
than men appointed with a_ view oft re- 
warding friends or placing the funds in 
the hands of ‘distinguished citizens.’ The commit- 
tee say it cannot too strongly condemn the meth- 
ods employed by Receiver Pierson in his invest- 
ment of the funds of the North; America Life. 
He seems to have regarded the money asa personal 
fund and, without instructions from the court ap- 
pointing him, he placed upward of $400,000 at one 
time with a Wail-street firm and had absolutely 
no security in his ossession. When ques- 
tioned in regard to these transactions the Ke- 
ceiver displayed an amount of ignorance 
that was startling, being unable to state the name 
of one person to whom the money was loaned or 
the amount of interest paid, and the account- 
books contain no record of the loans. The gross 
violation of trust duties exhibited by the testimony 
suows the laxity of the courts and the need of 
greater watchfuiness on the part of tbe appoint- 
ing power. Up to the present time Receiver Pier- 
son has drawn $83,100 fromthe North America.

THE WAGES OF FARM LABOR, 

WASHINGTON, June 2,—An -investigation of 
the rate of wages of farm labor made by the 
statistician of the Department of Agriculture shows 
an increase of 24 percent. since 1879 inthe East 
ern States. From 1875 to 1879 the decline was hear!- 
est in manufacturing sections, where artisans, 
thrown out of employment, competed to depress 
the rate of farm wages. The advance since 1879 
has been 14 percent. {n the Western States and 13 
in the Southern. Comparing with results of for- 
mer investigations at different periods, it is shown 
that wages declined gradually from 1866 to 1875; 
very heavily from that date to 1879, when a rapid 
recuperation began. An exception js noted in the 
South as to the period between 1866 and 1869, 
when the high price of cotton advanced 
the rate of wages. The finuctuation has been 
Jess in the South, the improvement in quality and 
efliciency of labor counteracting largely the gen- 
eral tendency to lower rates, Thus, the average 
rate per month was $16 when cotton was 30 cents 
per pound, and $15 80 when cotton was 12 cents 
per pound. The influence of manufactures in ad- 
vancing local rates of farm wages is exhibited, as 
also the proximity of large commercial cities. 
The effect of varied agricultural industries 
on wages is shown by comparisons of rates 
in contiguous districts. The districts of high 
wages are also those of large production 
and net profit in agriculture. The present average 
rates of waces are: Inthe Eastern States, $26 61; 
Middle. $22 24; Southern, $15 80; Western, $23 63; 
California, $38 25. These averages indicate a re- 
covery of the status of 1875 in the West, a near ap- 
proach to the rate of that year in New-Encgland, 
and a partial restoration in the Middie States. 
There {s still a decline of 20 per cent. or more from 
the inflated rates that followed theflush times im- 
mediately following the civil war.

INGS IN CASES OF CRIME, 
Lite Rock, Ark., June 2—A tragedy is 


reported from’ Yell County. Lazarus Brooks and 
James K. McGhee, farmers, quarreled over a land 
suit. MeGhee, on ascertaining that Brooks would 
win the suit, became furious with passion, and 
finding him in the woods hunting cattle in com- 


pany with a boy 15 years old, after a few words 
shot him dead with a shot-gun. As the boy started 


to run McGhee sent a shot after him, breaking his 
arm but not checking his flight. The murderer 
then reloaded his gun and placingit against the 
forehead of his prostrate victim sent the ceharga 
through his head. He then walked off and isstill 
at large. 


GREENFIELD, Mass., June 2.—A fatal shoot- 
ing affray occurred at Deerfield late this afternoon, 
Charles Bigelow, 18 years old, and Walter Curtis, 
16, were engaged in cleaning a rifle, when Curtis 
pointed it several times at his companion.

THE WHISKY MEN AND THEIR 
METHODS IN WASHINGTON. 
MESSRS. ATHERTON, STAGG, AND WHARTON 

ALL DENY THAT ANY IMPROPER IN- 
FLUENCE WAS TO BE USED IN PUSHING 
THE BONDED SPIRITS BILL. 
WASHINGTON, June 2.—The examination of 
Mr. Atherton was resumed this morning before 
the Windom investigating committee. Witness was 
asked if he had given any further thought to the 
question which he declined yesterday to answer, 
and replied that he had, and must still decline to 
answer. He had some feeling on the subject, and 
did not care to drag an innocent man befcre the 
committee simply to give him an opportunity to 
prove his innocence. Only two persons ap- 
proached him, and they were both lawyers; one 
offered his services as an attorney, and the other 
asked if any one was to be employed. Neither of 
them mentioned the names of any Senator or 
member of Congress or claimed that he could in- 
fluence them. Inthe conversation which was in- 
correctly reported in the Louisville Commercial, 
witness simply gave his surmiso why the article of 
April 24in the New-York Herald was published; 
be did not know any’ one connected with the 
eTa ad. 

Mr. Stagg, of St. Louis, was next examined. 
Witness is a member of a commission house in that 
city, which handled all brands of whiskies, and 
also is President of a company in Louisville which 
owns and operates two distilleries. He came to 
Washington on Feb. 23 to see what was going to 
be done in Congress. After looking the ground 
over he determined to advocate both a reduction 
of the tax and an extension of the bonded period. 
Witness paid his own expenses; never contributed 
to the expenses of any one else, and knew of no 
fund to be used to influence legislation. Witness 
had also been approached by two attorneys, who 
sought to be retained to present the claims of the 
distillers to Congress. He declined, however, to 
give their names. Neither of these attorneys of- 
fered to secure the influence of any Senator or 
member, and no proposition was made by either of 
them that would not be considered perfectly legifi- 
mate. Witness had never seen the time when he 
considered it necessary to spend any money to 
secure influence with Congress. 

Col. W} on, of Louisville, was next examined. 
Witness was employed by the Kentucky distillers 
as their paid attorney; his compensation was fixed 
ut $5,000, out of which he paid all of his expenses. 
With the exception of $50 for speeches, which they 

distributed, and $385 for printing a brief, he 
knew of no expenditures by the association. He 
had been approached by two attorneys, but had 
declined to engage their services; did not feel that 
any necessity existed, and was not authorized to 
age them. In fact, he thought he had plain 
ing until their bill reached the Senate 
and the ery of fraud and corrupt influ- 
ences was raised. Witness declined to give 
the names of the attorneys who had approached 
him. le would dislike to have it knowa 
that be sought to be employed and was refused, 
and, therefore, desired to respect the feelings of 
these gentlemen, although perhaps they had not 
been over-modest in their estimate of the vaiue 
of the services they could render. The impression 
they produced upon him was that they proposed to 
use their lega) talents in securing the passage of the 
bill, but he had never anticipated any trouble 
in securing its passage. He had talk with members 
and explained the features of the bill; had always 
told them he was the paid attorney of the distillers 
and had never found one who did not admit tnat 
the bill was just. He argued it before the Ways 
and Means Cc nittee of the House, but had not 
ap, roached any Senatorin relation to it, feeling 
that it would not be proper to do so with the in 
vestigation pending. Witness had never been ap- 
proached by any correspondent for any other pur- 
pose than to obtain information in regard to the 
proposed legislation; they had always been ex- 
tremely courteous and had shown great intelligence 
in thoroughly treating the subject. No intimation 
of any kind or threats had ever come to him, that 
any newspaper man would use his influence 
against the billif he was not paid. He knew of no 
member of Congress or Senator who had ever 
been promised or had ever asked any considera- 
tion whatever for favoring the bill. Witness added 
emphatically: ‘Gentlemen, I never presented a cas¢ 
in court with cleaner hands than I have presente: 
this one before Congress,”’

TWO MURDERERS HANGED, ONE IN TENNES-

—Sandy Matthews, 
eolored, was hanged at 1 o’clock this afternoon in 
the County Jail yard for the murder of Essick 
Polk, colored, which occurred on Oct. 6, 1881. The 
gallows had been erected in the southern portion 
of the jail yard, and was built high enough to give 
full view to the crowd that 
ning parallel with the jail. 
last night and partook of a hearty breakfast this 
morning. He bade farewell to his wife at about 11 
o'clock, and began making preparations for the 
hanging. A few weeks ago he embraced the 
Catholic religion, and he was attended in his cell 
by Father Lucius, of St. Mary’s Catholic Church. 
He called for his dinner at noon, ate heartily, and 
afterward smoked a cigar. At 12:30 o’clock he 
was brought from his cell and conveyed to the 
scaffold, where he addressed the crowd for 20 
minutes in a disconnected speech, in which he 
contessed to having killed Polk. He implored his 
hearers to repent of their sins, as he had repented 
of his, before it was too late, and be forgiven. 
He then knelt and repeated the Lord’s Prayer, 
after which Father Lucius said the prayer for the 
dying. The condemned man’s wrists were then 
handcuffed, his arms and legs strapped, the black 
cap adjusted, and, as he uttered the words “ Fare- 
well, friends, farewell,” the drop was sprung and 
his body shot down. His neck was broken by the 
fall, and there was only slight convulsion of the 
body. Six hundred tickets had been isssued for 
admission to the jail yard, and the crowd outside 
numbered not less than 6.000 persons, nearly all of 
whom were colored. During Matthews’s speech 
many of his colored auditors shouted ** Bless the 
Lord!’ *‘Amen!” &c. Matthews killed Essick 
Polk for having enticed his wife from him. He 
struck him three blows with anaxe, and several 
hours afterward took the dead body to a field near 
his house, where he had dug a holein which to 
bury it. The hole was not large enough, and he 
chopped the body in pieces, which he packed into 
the hole and covered over with earth. The crime 
was kept concealed for five months, when it was 
revealed by Matthews’s stepdaughter, who had 
been the only witness to it. and upon whose testi- 
mony he was convicted. Gov. Hawkins was ap- 
pealed to, but he declined to interfere with the 
sentence of the lower court, which was affirmed 
by the Supreme Court.

IRON VS. CLAY PIPE. 
To the Editor of the New-York: Times: 

What may be called an infant industry of 
the United States, with an invested capital of $15,- 
000,000, is in danger of being suddenly annihilated 
by ignorant legislation, stimulated by a very few 
energetic mischief-makers. Ialludeto the manu- 
facture of vitrified clay drain-pipes. The Board of 
Health of this City, whose example has been fol- 
lowed by the Goard of Health of Brooklyn and may 
be followed by the Boards of Health of every 
city, town, and village of the Union, have 
forbidden the use of earthen drain-pipes and in- 


sisted on the use of iron. Inside a house where 
damage may be inflicted by design or accident, 
and where it*is necessary that such damage should 
be readily discerned and repairs easily effected, 
iron pipe is, no doubt, the best. Outside the house, 
when properly laid, there is no doubt that thor- 
oughly vitrified earthen pipe is superior by far. It 
does not corrode, it is imperishable, anaif it clogs 
by any mischance can be cleared out at least as 
handily as iron pipe in the same situation, 
It is indispensable where acids pass through the 
sewer. They weuld destroy iron pipe in a week. 
A bill (No. 775) is now before the Legislature in- 
tended to restrain the Board of Health from inter- 
fering with the laying of earthen pipe under 
proper restrictions, and a number of eminent gen- 
tlemen, acting on insufficient information, are in 
Albany opposing the measure. Prof. Chandler, 
whose pride is enlisted in enforcing his own de- 
crees, has been there fordays. He is not an expert 
builder, and has given some very renrarkable rea- 
sons for his hostility to earthen pipe. He says the 
joints cannot be properly connected. This is sim- 
ply his theory of a matter of fact, and his opinion 
is contradieted by every-day experience. He says 
earthen pipes would not be properly laid, and that 
the board has not enough inspectors to supervise 
each operation. If men want to scamp work does 
it make any sort of ee what pipe 
they lay. irom or clay? reasons are

too weak to gay d the discrimination against 
earthen pipe. It has been found intact in the ruins 
of Nineven and Pompeii. Can the sword of a 
Crusader, cherished by his descendants, be pro- 
duced in like condition? Our Croton water runs 
great distances in channels of self-made earthen 
pipe, composed of the silt deposited in long years, 
the original iron pipes having been trusted 
out of existence. ‘Thousands of our _ fore- 
most and most practical business men, know- 
ing the superiority of earthen pipe, have 
always used it, and do not want to be forced to 
us¢ anything else. Even were earthen pipes in- 
feriorit would seem that some warning should 
have been given to the manufacturers to get out 
of the business. As it is, a trap bas been sprung on 
them, and people who are sat least as 
thoroughly interested in the health and well- 
being of themselves and their neighbors as Prof. 
Chandler are liable, under the general law, 
if they do not fall in’ with his views, to 
be arrested for misdemeanor and fined 
$250, with the possible addition of a sojourn on 
Blackwell's Istand. Mr. Tiffany had the work on 
bis new dwelling at the corner of Seventy-second- 
street aud Madison-avenue stopped for two 
months because he declined to use iron pipe for 
his sewer connections. This sort of thing is a little 
too much of Russia for this climate.

When it comes to be a question of electing 
anew Assembly, the fact of having been 


a member of the one which adjourned 
yesterday may properly be regarded as 
a disqualification. The twenty or thirty 
members who have been above all suspicion 
of corruption and any imputation of time- 
serving or recklessness are far less likely to 
covet another term of service in such a body 
than their associates who yesterday 
brought a discreditable session to a dis- 
graceful close. Judged by their value 
io their promoters, several bills which have 
passed during the closing day of the Legis- 
lature must have been worth a good 
Jeal to those who voted for them. 
The mode of living adopted by most of the 
people’s representatives at Albany cannot be 
kept up on $1,500 for the session, and very 
few of the men who spend more than they earn 
in the Legislature have any idea of serving 
the public at their own expense. It is 
years since members of the lobby showed 
their hand so boldly as they have done 
In the session of 1882, and unless there 
Is a decided effort made this Fall to 
secure a better class of men as members of 
Assembly, the retrospect awaiting us this 


time next year will be still more discourag- 
ing. 


Mr. Butss had no easy task in his opening 
address to the jury in the star route trial 
gesterday, but he appears to have performed 
jt with entire success. As he remarked, 
«if there was any kind of swindling in these 
matters which had not been adopted by 
the defendants and contractors it was only 
for want of inventive skill—not for the lack 
of will.’”’ To make clear tothe minds of 
the jury even the general scope and charac- 
ter of the methods by which the Govern- 
ment had been swindled and officials and 
ontractors enriched required a very com- 
prehensive grasp of a mass of minute de- 
tails, together with a due perception of 
their relative importance. ‘The exposuresof 
the transactions of Brapy, Dorsry, and the 
rest would have excited much more public 
jndignation had it not been for the difficulty 
of understanding them. The work of the 
star route ring was to ordinary peculation 
‘what confidence operations are to sneak- 
thieving. It needed a talent for combina- 
tion, a power of employing alike public 
opinion and the self-interest of Congressmen 
to accomplish its ends, which elevate it to 
the rank of artistic swindling. Its defense 
‘will be-as plausible as was its plea to be let 
alone, and its final punishment will be a 
more creditable achievement than that of 
‘any of the rings with which the public ser- 
Yice of the country has been cursed. 


‘ To most men who have reached the age 
of 40 and to whom the history of their time 
thas been a living reality the death of Gantr- 
‘BAIDI will bring a keen sense of personal 
Joss. The typical hero of their youth or 
‘earlyrmanhood, he has remained for them the 
‘very embodiment of self-sacrificing patriot- 
ism, a true avatar of the spirit of freedom, 
in spite of all the blunders, eccentricities, and 
delusions which have marked his later ca-

basest of her subject populations the title of 
patriot and hero? GarrBALDI might have 
lived and died with no distinction more 
noble than that of a restiess and reckless ad- 
venturer had not the opportunity come to 
him to play a great part on the stage of mod- 
ern history. But theman would have fallen 
very far short of the demands of the hour 
had there not been in him the power to grasp 
and the ability to follow up the possibilities 
of his noblest achievement. Like many 
other workers in the cause of human free- 
dom, the qualities that were developed by 
the tension of supreme necessity failed to 
adapt themselves to the demands of more 
prosaic times. He was too much of an en- 
thusiast to be much of a statesman, and 
he never learned when self-restraint becomes 
more heroic than daring. He leaves, never- 
theless, a reputation which will outlive that 
of most of the great soldiers of his time, and 
with which history will concern itself more 
than with that of some of the greatest states- 
men of the century.

The unexpectedly temperate course of the 
Irish members in opposing the Repression 
bill in the House of Commons encourages 
the hope that its enactment and application 
may be less fruitful in stirring up 
new hates and _ revengeful passions 
than was at first feared. A considerable 
body of English Radicals are in favor of 
so amending the bill as to exclude what are 
called political offenses from the range of its 
operation, The trouble with this otherwise 
just proposition is that politics and crime 
are inseparably blended in Ireland just now. 
Mr. Joserpx Cowen would have the bill 
strike at crime, not at opinion, but having 
entered upon a policy of further coercion, the 
Government naturally declines to accept the 
views of the member for Newcastle, since 
the first coercion act was largely directed 
against the crime of inciting others to com- 
mit acts of lawlessness, an offense which 
may be committed in the columns of an 
Irish newspaper or in a violent harangue 
to a body of discontented tenants. But the 
Government trusts to votes rather than to 
argument for the passage of the bill, and 
wisely, for some of its provisions cannot 
be satisfactorily defended by an English 
Liberal. 


In the Herald of yesterday, seven letters 
addressed to Roscozp Conk tne, and fur- 
nished by that retired statesman for’ publica- 
tion, appear, signed by United States Sena- 
tor JoHN P. Jonrs, of Nevada; Joun F. 
Sarytus, ex-Senator Tomas C. Puart, ex- 
United States Marshal Louis F. Payn, O. M. 
Dennison, ARTHUR B. Jonnson, of Utica, 
and Police Commissioner Srepuen B. 
Frencu. The object of the publication 
of these letters is to prove that a confer- 
ence was held in President (then Vice- 
President) ARTHUR’s house in Lexington- 
avenue, on the afternoon of Sunday, May 
22, 1881, at which Mr. ConKLING and Gen. 
GerorGE H. SHarpe were present; that at 
the conference it was decided that Mr. 
CoNKLING should try to be re-elected to the 
seat in the United States Senate which he had 
so contemptuously resigned, and should pro- 
ceed to Albany and conduct his own canvass, 
and that Gen. Saarpe was one of the men who 


most earnestly recommended this course of 
action. All that these letters prove is matter 


of ancient history to the readersof Tue 
Times. On Monday, May 28, 1881, a full 
account of the conference referred to was 
published in THe Timss, giving the names 
of the gentlemen present, the speeches made, 
and the decision arrived at, and the facts 
then printed were unblushingly denied by 
nearly every one of the men whose names 
are signed to the letters published in the 
Herald. The letters tell nothing that was 
not already known to the readers of this 
journal, and their only value as a contribu- 
tion to the political literature of the day is in 
the confirmation which they give of the 
accuracy of our report of the conference the 
day after it was held. 


THE SESSION ENDED. 

The closing hours of the session of the Le- 
gislature were characterized by an effort to 
rush through as many as possible of the 
pending bills that were in a position to re- 
ceive a final vote. Those which were passed 
received little consideration, and considering 
the innumerable tricks that have been re- 
sorted to in smuggling objectionable pro- 
visions into bills with innocent titles, it is 
impossible to say how many petty jobs may 
be concealed in them. By no chance was a 
measure in which the public has a special 
interest brought out of the superincumbent 
mass under which it was buried for final 
passage. One might suppose from the com- 
plimentary resolutions to presiding officers, 
and their still more complimentary re- 
sponses, that the two houses were very well 
satisfied with their work, but the public has 
little cause for satisfaction. 

The session has, on the whole, been a 
grievous disappointment. Last Fall there 
was an unmistakable desire on the part of 
the people to send a Legislature to Albany 
which should correct the mistakes and 
supply the deficiencies of its predeces- 
sors and do some useful work for 
the State. In this City especially, whose 
interests are so completely at the mercy of 
the legislators and which has suflered so 
much from their vicious work, there was a 
hope of better things. But the efforts of 
the people were sadly thwarted by the mach- 
inations of the politicians. It was thought 
that something had been accomplished by 
the defeat of the nomination or the elec- 
tion of many men who had already made 
a bad record. Nobody was disposed 
greatly to grieve because the effort to 
secure this had placed the Republicans 
in a minority, provided it should turn 
out that respectable Democrats would 
have a controlling influence. But the 
result proved to be that the respectable 
portion of neither party had control, and 
the peculiar circumstances which gave the 
Tammany members the balance of power 
served to destroy all sense of responsibility. 
Hereafter the people may well pray for a 
homogeneous majority. of some kind. 
Neither did the changes produced by the 
last election resuit in any material improve- 
ment in the general character of legislators. 
While some excellent and faithful men were 
chosen, there was a still larger number of 
the most corrupt and unscrupulous of local 
politicians, and in the lack of a coherent 
array of parties the bad elements were able 
$0 overbear the better, to prevent the accom-. 


plishment of good work and secure the suc- 
cess of many sinister schemes. 

It would be hard to point out any great 
measure of public utility that has been 
passed in a form that gives assurance of its 
successful working. The Railroad Com- 
mission bill, which awaits the judgment of 
the Governor, was put through in the 
most objectionable form, so far as the 
method of selecting Commissioners is con- 
cerned. It is even of doubtful constitu- 
tionality. The Receivership bill as passed 
is an unsatisfactory sequel to the revelation 
of abuses under the old law. The failure of 
apportionment is not to be regretted con- 
sidering the partisan character of the only 
scheme that had any chance of adoption. 
The amendment of the Excise law, though 
wholly inadequate, is one of the few tolera- 
bly respectable pieces of general legisla- 
tion accomplished. Nothing whatever was 
done for the improvement of the Municipal 
governmentof this City, for which so much 
was expected. This was largely due to the 
thoroughly worthless and incompetent char- 
acter of most of the representatives of the 
community directly concerned. Credit should 
be given to Messrs. RooskvELtT, SPRAGUE, 
and Crane, Republicans, and Ross and 
Morrison, Democrats, for their consistent 
stand in behalf of measures calculated to ben- 
efit the City and in opposition to those 
aimed against its interests, and for a gen- 
erally honorable record, but they were en- 
gaged in a hopeless struggle against the cor- 
rupt and stupid array of ‘Tammany satellites 
and such worthless Democrats as Murray 
and McCLELLAnD, and worse than worthless 
Republicans as Bropsky and NieLurscu. 
Republicans from other parts of the State, 
like ALvorD, Rarngs, and ARMSTRONG, 
were almost invariably on the side of those 
who obstructed good work and promoted 
jobbery, while the country Democrats dis- 
played little vigor or purpose of any kind. 

The positively bad results of the session 
are difficult to measure until we know more 
of the character of the measures rushed 
through in the last two days. Two or three 
conspicuous instances have already received 
attention, but there are many small and ob- 


scure jobs that have escaped special observa- 
tion. Their number would have been greater 
but for the vigilance of a few resolute and 
upright members, whose names have been 
already mentioned, and who made it their 
business to watch the movements of the 


“forty thieves.’ The Governor is to be 
relied on now to sift the mass of bills before 
him and exercise his veto with an unsparing 
hand. 

The Assembly is entitled to the disgrace- 


ful distinction of being specially friendly to 
schemes of corruption and jobbery and fur- 
nishing shelter for the worst gang of public 
plunderers that has plied its vocation at 
Albany for many years. The Senate is 4 
smaller body and more easily watched, and, 
on the whole, its character has been higher. 


But two of the Tammany Senators, GRADY 
and Treanor, have shown an instinctive 
sympathy for whatever was mean and cor- 
rupt, and the unhallowed alliance of Re- 
publicans with their faction and the failure 
of the better men of the two parties to unite 
have given them a power for evil which 
otherwise they would not have had. The 
Assembly conspicuous display 
of its character in the excitement of 
the closing hours, when the whole- 
some restraint of rules, the traditional order 
of parliamentary proceedings, and all sense 
of dignity and decency were alike disre- 
garded in order to give the preference to 
known schemers and corruptionists and 
keep the defenders’of the public interest 
from accomplishing anything. Weare hap- 
pily rid of this disgraceful body. Those 
members who labored against heavy odds to 
do something for the public welfare and to 
prevent detriment to the interests of the 
State should be gratefully remembered, and 
the people should devote themselves in the 
coming canvass to increasing the number of 
such representatives and keeping out of the 
public service those who use it only for pri- 
vate gain. It will be no easy task, but it is 
something far more important than party 
success, unless it can be made to mean the 
same thing.

WEST POINT AND ANNAPOLIS. 

The annual examinations of the two na- 
tional military academies are now im prog- 
ress. The Boards of Visitors will no doubt 
find these institutions still maintaining that 
high standard of order and efficiency which 
has always distinguished them. But they 
will also find that Congress has only toa 
limited extent carried out the recommenda- 
tions of previous boards, so that they will 
presumably take up a considerable part of 
their reports in reiterating the suggestions of 
their predecessors. 

The Military Academy is fortunate in 
having at last got rid of the Whittaker case; 
for though the manner in which this subject 
was disposed of is by no means satisfactory, 
a final decision onthe main question being 
evaded, yet to prolong this source of irrita- 
tion would have been a drawhack on the in- 
terests of the institution. The current ap- 
propriations of Congress provide for a por- 
tion of the material improvements in the 
grounds and buildings which have been 
called for by past Boards of Visitors. There 
are three subjects, however, on which the 
present board will doubtless be expected to 
report, inasmuch as the criticisms made by 
their predecessors have been disputed by 
ofticers of the Academy or of the Army, 
and cannot be held, therefore, to have 
reached their final solutions. 

The majority of the last Board of Visitors 
reported that the laws of the land give to 
the Superintendent of the Academy the rank 
of Colonel of Engineers, adding, ‘‘ We are 
not aware that the law above quoted has 
been repealed, but we do not find it en- 
forced.’’ They also said that ‘ familiarity 
with service in the Army is only a very 
partial preparation for the duties of the 
Superintendent,’’ and they objected to the 
existing arrangement by which the com- 
mand at West Point is made a military de- 
partment, with a Brigadier-General as the 
Superintendent of the Academy. The mi- 
nority of the board employed stronger lJan- 
guage. They declared that in 1866 the 
supervision of the Academy was taken from 
the Corps of Engineers, who had previously 
exercised it, and thrown open to the Army 
at large, with*the lamentable result that 
“there has been virtually no supervisory 
and restraining or governing authority out- 
side. so far as _resnonsibility is concerned ;’,. 


that the Superintendency has been turned 
into a prize whose award depends ‘‘ on the 
strength or adroitness of the influence 
rather than on the fitness of the person to 
be chosen;”’ that, apparently for personal 
reasons, in order to allow the assignment 
of a General officer to a place for which 
the law contemplates no higher rank thana 
Colonel, the school has been made a mili- 
tary department, with ‘‘a public expense 
and entanglement of duties wholly without 
compensation;”’ and that the Cadets see the 
department commander ‘‘ surrounding him- 
self with relatives and personal favorites in 
staff positions.’”’ The General of the Army 
and Gen. Howarp have both combated 
these views on various grounds, and mean- 
while the existing state of things has been 
insisted on and continued. The points thus 
raised are fundamental ones, and demand 
the mature review and reconsideration of 
the present Board of Visitors. Is the exist- 
ing law deliberately violated, as the late 
board reported? Is it desirable, as Gen. 
SHERMAN urges, that the Superintendency 
should not be restored exclusively to the 
Engineer Corps, considering the disposition 
which he imputes to the latter in time of 
war ‘‘to stick to the trenches ?’’ Finally, 
is it better that West Point should be a mili- 
tary department or simply a post ? . 


The former board raised serious objections 
to the fiscal system in operation at the Mili- 
tary Academy. While not questioning the 
integrity of the Treasurer, who is also Cadet 
Quartermaster and Commissary, it found, 
to its surprise, that more than $100,000 pass 
through his hands annually of which there 
isno account beyond his own books. It 
was deemed desirable that he should be re- 
quired to give a bond, and also to account 
directly to the Treasury Department. In 
violation of the law which requires that 
clothing and mess provisions shall be deliv- 
ered to the Cadets without any advance on 
their actual cost, commissions have been 
charged to such an extent that there is now 
a surplus fund of $50,000 from this source, 
after having erected several buildings out of 
its proceeds. The present board will there- 
fore have a chance to examine and report 
whether this system has been abandoned 
since the comment of their predecessors. 
Finally, the vexed question of the possibility 
of raising the standard of admission may 
perhaps be rediscussed. For there are al- 
ways two sides to it. Do the graduates 


usually know too little, as the case stands, to 


make officers of the highest order? Might 
nota higher standard of admission cut off 
incipient Grants and Sheridans from en- 
trance and fill their places with abnormally 


bookish youth? 


Turning from the Hudson to the Severn, 
the main question of the hour there seems 
to be the necessity of doing something to 
arrest the fecundity of the Naval Academy. 


Despite the relief afforded by the depletions 
of a compulsory retirement statute, the 
Navy is filling up with officers, or rather is 
already filled up and running over the brim 
with them, to an inconvenient extent. Had 
Congress arranged to build or to begin the 


new navy, there would be an improved 


prospect, but as the case stands, the late Su- 
perintendent of the Academy, Rear-Admiral 
RopcGeErs, has pointed out that it is prepos- 
terous to turn out new officers from this 
Annapolis mill in such great annual quanti- 
ties when there are already scores and hun- 
dreds of graduates awaiting their turns for 
places. Admiral RopGers proposed a system’ 
for continuing the educational advantages 
of this admirable academy by returning to 
civil life, at a certain stage in the 
course, all those of the class in ex- 
cess of a certain number correspond- 
ing to the average annual losses of naval 
officers by casualty. Thus the Navy would 
be relieved of its excess of officers, which is 
becoming annually more oppressive, while 
many educated young men would be found 
among the general body of citizens capable, 
after their partial education at Annapolis, 
of rendering the country either naval or mil- 
itary service in its hour of exigency. Per- 
haps the present Board of Visitors may 
deem it desirable to look into this subject. 
That they will find the routine duties of the 
Naval Academy well performed there is lit- 
tle question. 
THE EGYPIIAN QUESTION. 

The Egyptian muddle is growing clearer. 
It is now manifest that ARABI has the Khé- 
dive completely in his power andis for the 
present master of the country. It is also evi- 
dent that the task of overthrowing ARABI 
and of restoring the Khédive to power is to 
be committed to the Sultan. So far the situ- 
ation can be easily understood, but what is 
to follow the occupation of Egypt by a 
Turkish army remains to be seen. 

The crisis in Egyptian affairs which has 
finally been reached has been foreseen for 
months by every intelligent Englishman. 
Nevertheless, there does not seem to have 
been the slightest preparation to meet it on 
the part either of England or France. Those 
two powers have sent fleets to Alexandria, 
but the fleets inspire no fear in ARaBr and 
his followers. England has not a regiment 
that she can land in Egypt without taking it 
either from Malta or Bombay, and France 
has no available troops nearer than Toulon. 
When we consider the danger that the 
fanatical Egyptian troops may at any mo- 
ment attack the foreign residents, it is certain- 
ly strange that the two Governments that have 
hitherto assumed a control over Egyptian 
affairs should have made no provision what- 
ever against this danger. Mr. GLADSTONE 
remarked on Thursday night in the House 
that what would be most likely to endanger 
the European residents of Egypt would be 
European intervention. If ARaBr is as 
shrewd as he is believed to be, Mr. Guap- 
STONE has furnished him with a powerful 
weapon which he will not be slow to use. He 
can quietly inform the English Government 
that if the fleet fires a gun, orif English troops 
are brought to Alexandria, he will not be 
able to prevent the slaughter of every Euro- 
pean in Egypt. This is precisely the argu- 
ment which, according to Mr. GLADSTONE’S 
admission, would have weight with that 
great and humane statesman, and nothing 
can be more certain than that England, no 
matter how many men-of-war she may send 
to Alexandria, does not mean to land a 
single soldier in Egypt. 

Now that the Turks are to enforce order 
in Egypt and make that country really in- 
stead of nominally a Turkish Province, 
England will be brought into closer relations 


than ever with the ‘‘ unspeakable Turk.” 
It is rather odd that this should occur dur- 
ing the rule of a statesman so bitterly hostile 
to Turkey as Mr. GLApDsTONE has shown him- 
self to be. In order to preserve the control of 
the Suez Canal England must either take pos- 
session of Egypt or maintain a firm friend- 
ship with the rulersof the country. No one 
imagines that Mr. GLADSTONE would dream 
of seizing Egypt, even could he do so with- 
out embroiling England in war with other 
European powers. He must therefore make 
England the ally of Egypt—and Egypt after 
its occupation by Turkish troops wiil be 
virtually the property of the Sultan. When 
next Turkey is attacked by Russia, or in 
case the Tunisian question involves Turkey 
in a war with France, the Sultan will expect 
the aid of his English ally; and the main- 
tenance of the Turkish power will become 
the necessary policy of the nation which 
must at all hazards keep the path to India 
open. 

The European conference which is soon to 
meet is understood to be called in order 
that the formal approval of Europe may be 
given to the landing of Turkish troops in 
Egypt. It is difficult to see what else the 
conference can do, and hence it will doubt- 
less confine itself to the one object for which 
itiscalled together. Neither Europe nor the 
two Western powers can very well order the 
Turks to withdraw from Egypt after crush- 
ing ARABI and his army, for, having fully 
conceded tae sovereignty of Turkey over 
Egypt by asking the Sultan toenforce order, 
Europe cannot with any decency require 
Turkey to resign her sovereignty. The 
change which makes the Sultan instead of 
the Khédive the master of Egypt must 
put an end to the joint control which Eng- 
land and France have latterly exercised over 
the Khédive. Even were the Mohamme- 
dans not bitterly exasperated against France 
by her attack on Tunis, the Sultan could 
not submit, as the Khédive has been forced 
to submit, to the dictation of a French and 
an English agent. He will insist upon be- 
ing as independent in Egypt as he is in Con- 
stantinople or Asia Minor, and any attempt 
to resume the joint control would result in a 


war for which neither England nor France 
is anxious, and against which Germany, 
Italy, and Austria would protest. 

We may, then, assume that the final result 
of ARAB1I’s rebellion will be that Egypt will 
pass under Turkish rule; that the joint con- 


trol of England and France will come to an 


end, and that England as the ally of the 
Sultan will virtually exercise a protectorate 
over Egypt. Mr. GLADSTONE is more prone 
to contract than to widen the circle of Eng- 
lish rule, and yet the very statesman who 
abandoned the Ionian Islands, the Transvaal, 
and Kandahar will have to add Egypt to the 
long list of countries where English influ- 
ence must forever be kept supreme. 
GERMAN IMMIGRATION, 

It is plain that we must do something to 
check German immigration. After a long 
struggle against those stiff-necked and 
prejudiced persons who maintain in season 
and out of season that this land is a 
refuge for the persecuted and oppressed 
of every nation, we have at length put 
astop to the indiscriminate importation of 
Chinese. For ten years, at least, American 
labor will be protected against the invasion 
of its rightful and exclusive field by an army 
of slant-eyed Mongols who are willing to 
work for less than the beggarly sum which 
the self-respecting American laborer is obliged 
to pay for his daily beer. We should now 
turn our eyes to the East and face the equally 
grave danger which threatens us from that 
direction. It is not now disputed in any 
quarter, we believe, that the Government of 
the United States, or of any country, may 
restrict or forbid the importation of unde- 
sirable human beings. This great prin- 
ciple of law applies with peculiar 
force to this country. Our forefathers came 
to America to get away from Europe and 
the Europeans. They had considerable diffi- 
culty in convincing those they left behind 
that it was their chief wish to be let alone, 
but they finally made this point very clear to 
Europe in general and Great Britain in par- 
ticular, and from that time nobody can 
question the right of the people of the 
United States to have and to hold for their 
own use and enjoyment the soil and other 
natural advantages of their adopted country. 

This privilege, however, has been denied 
them. Their seclusion has been broken in 
upon by constantly increasing hordes of for- 
eigners who shamelessly force themselves 
into our midst, buy up our land, buiid 
stores, factories, and railroads, hire them- 
selves out to do work which, according to 
honest Tom MarsHauu, of Pittsburg, no 
alien should be allowed to do, and some- 
times, with incredible impertinence, even 
usurping the privileges of the American cap- 
italist and becoming themselves employers 
of labor. In many well-authenticated cases, 
also, these foreigners have married Ameri- 
can women, thus debasing with the muddy 
current of their ignoble veins that pure, blue 
Puritan blood of which every American of 
the old stock is so justly proud. These argu- 
ments hold good against every kind of 
foreigner who forces himself upon us, 
whether he come from frozen Lapland or 
the Lybian Desert. But the conviction is 
spreading that we must begin with the Ger- 
mans. After we have closed our ports 
against them we can set upa like barrier 
against other nationalities, and ultimately 
against all. 

A variety of circumstances point to the 
Germans as the class who are the most dan- 
gerous and the most easily operated against, 
They are coming over here in appalling 
numbers. One-fourth of all our immigrants 
in 1881 were from Germany. There were 
210,485 of them, against 72,842 from Ire- 
land, the next highest number from a 
single country. This year the number 
will be still larger. But it is not their 
number so much as their character that 
should muke us fear them. No other race 
fastens itself upon our body politic so speed- 
ily, none seizes hold of our industries and 
the sources of our wealth and power so 
quietly and firmly. So subtle and unscru- 
pulous are these people that a German who 
has been five years in this country is, 
to all intents and outward appearances, just 
as much an American as the Massachusetts 
man or Pennsylvania man who tills the next 
farm or works beside him in the shop or 
factory. Against so insinuating a form of 
race adulteration we have no defense except 
absolute nrohibition. . These Germans have, 


moreover, monopolized certain industries 
out of which our own people might have 
made large sums of money. They have an 
absolute monopoly of lager {beer brewing, 
for instance, and not content with that, they 
drink nearly all the beer after it is made, 
thus creating a vast and not easily satisfied 
demand for the article, which, according to 
the well-known laws of political economy, 
forces up the price. 

These are only a few of the countless ob- 
jections which might be urged against the 
unrestrained importation of Germans. For- 
tunately, we have the remedy in our own 
hands, and it iseasy of application. Under the 
tariff laws of Germany our canned meats 
are classed as ‘‘fine ironware,’’ and made 
to pay a duty of 24 marks per 100 kilo- 
grammes, or just twice the natural and legal 
duty. Ink is rated at 30 marks per 100 
kilogrammes, instead of 8 marks, the Cus- 
tom-house officials deciding that the bottles 
are ‘‘ fine glassware.’”’ These outrages are 
perpetrated under a provision of the law in- 
tended to prevent the importation of really 
valuable and dutiable articles in the form 
of wrappers or packing for cheaper articles. 
We have but to apply this same prin- 
ciple and we shall be rid of the Ger- 
mans. Of course, we should never be 
guilty of expressly forbidding any kind of 
a foreigner—Chinamen always excepted— 
from coming to the United States, but the 
elasticity of our protective tariff enables us 
to accomplish our object. Let a duty 
of $45 per 100 kilogrammes be laid 
upon ready-made clothing and a similar 
impost placed upon rawhide. Then give 
the Custom-house officers the usual large dis- 
cretion in the matter, first carefully instruct- 
ing them that the law is aimed at the Ger- 
mans. By this arrangement we should be 
able lawfully to demand about $180 from 
every German presenting himself at any of 
our portsof entry. Neither clad nor unclad 
could one of the race get in without pay- 
ment of a duty so heavy that we may be very 
sure that as soon as the news of its exaction 
reached the Fatherland there would be a 
sudden falling off in, if not a complete ces- 


sation of, German immigration. 


The important work of preparing daily 
weather charts of the Northern Atlantic Ocean, 
which has beer noted heretofore as one of the 
most useful projects of the London Meteorological 
Council, will be begun, according to a recent circu- 
lar, onthe Istof August next and continued for 


over ayear. Itisexpected that these charts will 


furnish more trustworthy and complete informa- 
tion than has yet been secured respecting the *‘ ori- 
gin, development, and progressive movement” of 
the storms which periodically sweep the Atlantic. 
The projectors of the undertaking announce that 
they believe the work will be of great benefit and 


value to Atlantic mariners; that it will reduce the 
number of marine disasters by timely forewarning 
of danger, and that it will improve the system of 
weather forecasts and storm warnings, especially 
those issued to British coasts. The eouncil espe- 
cially appeal to owners, Captains, and officers of 
ships, and especially to the officers of the great pas- 
senger steamers plying between England and this 
country, to aid them, by taking barometrical obser- 


vations and records of the open-air and sea-surface 
temperatures, together with the velocity and direc- 
tion of the wind and the general condition of the 
weather, daily, at 8 o’clock in the morning and at 
noon, giving the position of the steamer at the 
noon observations. Simultaneously with the ob- 
servations of the London Meteorological Office in 
this work, similar observations are to be begun at 
various international arctic stations in Kamtchat- 
ka, Siberia, Nova Zembla, Northern Scandinavia, 
Greenland, and Arctic North America. As has 
been pertinently said, this will result in the estab- 
lishment of a thorough system of observation of 
the ** weather side” of Europe, which “cannot but 
be productive of solid advantages to our seafaring 
population and to all whose material interests may 
be benefited by a knowledge beforehand of weather 
changes.”” One feature of the proposed investiga- 
tion, which has been commented upon by a local 
scientific journal as likely to secure important in- 
formation, is the series of observations to be made 
of the temperature of the surface water of the At- 
lantic from the equator northward. It is argued 
that this may satisfactorily solve the question of 
the bearing of this surface temperature, more par- 
ticularly between latitudes 30° and 50°, on the char- 
acter of coming seasons, and enable a practical 
test to be made of the different theories now cur- 
rent on tnis point. Record forms for these ob- 
servations are, it is reported, now being issued by 
the Marine Superintendent of the London Meteor- 


ological Office.

On his first appearance in Parliament after 
accepting the Chief Secretaryship, Mr. TREVELYAN, 
who was very well received by both sides, mod- 
estly described the embarrassment he feit at find- 
ing himself “ in the presence of men of great abil- 
ity, thoroughly acquainted with Irish questions, be- 
fore whom he was called upen to speak—and he 
supposed before long to speak with authority.” 
But he said he was not an Irishman, and, 
in fact, knew no more than any other 
member who had given careful study to 


the subject. Whether he had ever been 
to Iretand before this month he did not say. 
It is quite likely he had not. Mr. Girapstong had 
never been there until three years ago, and Lord 
BEACONSFIELD Was neverthere atall. It may be 
safely asserted that not 5 per cent. of the English 
gentry have been there, and not 2 per cent. of their 
wives. When the present Earl of Devon’s father 
visited his vast Irish estates no possessor of them 
had been there since the reign of Caanues I1., and it 
was the tradition on the Earl of Porrsmoutn’s 
splendid Wexford property, held by grant from 
Queen Exizasera, which paia all through the 
famine years of 1846-8, that no reigning Earl had 
ever been there until the present. Sir Wi~it1Am 
pe Barsue has a considerable estate in Meath, 
which he, a few years ago, had never seen. 
Once he intended going, but his agent dissuaded 
him, It appears to outsiders most extraordinary 
that Irish Chief Secretaries should so often be 
selected from those who have no personal ac- 
quaintance with Ireland. Probably the answer is 
to be found in the fact that they have to be re- 
sponsible to an English House of Commons, and 
thus it is very difficult to find an _ Irish- 
man who can _ satisfactorily fill the post. If 
he could be found he would be preferred. 
A good many of the Irish Chief Secretaries have 
been Irishmen—of course of the dominant Anglo- 
Irish class—but they have not given special satis- 
faction. One certainly—the Duke of WeLLineron— 
was rigorously severe, recommending to the magis- 
trates of Tipperary, who assuredly needed no en- 
couragement in cruelty, “‘that the whippings 
should be in good earnest.” In common with 
nearly all Irishmen who rise in the world, WEL- 
Lrneton tried to shake off all connection with the 
country for whose people he had nota grain of 
sympathy. Yet he was born and bred in Ireland, 
and owed to Ireland his fair start in life. His 
brother—Lord WELLESLEY—cared as little for his 
native land, sold every acre he had, and sneered at 
his Irish Marquisate as “a double gilt potato.” 
ee re 

By the reports of the life insurance compa- 
nies doing business in Great Britain, which have 
recently been issued, it is shown that the competi- 
tion caused by the incoming of American life in- 
surance associations is very keen, and that while 
the home companies are falling behind their aver- 
age in the number and amount of new risks as- 
sumed, the new-comers are making rapid ad- 
vanees. This is a somewhat curious condition of 
affairs when it is taken into account that on this 
sidé of the Atlantic English fire insurance compa- 
nies succeed rather better, on the whole, than 
home corporations. The attempt made by some 
of the American fire companies to extend their 
operations over the United Kingdem has not 
been attended with sufficient success te warrant a 
continuance of the effort. On the other hand, al- 
though several of the English insurance compa- 
nies that do a fire business here do in England a 


life business as well, their Directors have nevet 
considered it expedient to issue life policies in this 
country. The conclusion that might be draws 
from this is that while the English manage theli 
fire insurance companies better than we dq 
Americans are more than their equals in the mau 
agement of life insurance companies. Such ade 
duction might not, however, be a fair one, fot 
English life companies are, as a rule, directed wit 
considerable ability, and we have had in our ows 
experience a large enough number of bankrupi 
life insurance corporations to convince any on¢ 
that the wise administration of this business is no{ 
essentially a national qualification. There are 
certain facts which might explain this contrast of 
experiences without reflecting on the business 
ability of the underwriters of either country, 
Other things being equal, it might be vredicted 
that a fire insurance company weuld prosper the 
stockholders of which were content with small re- 
turns upon their money in the form of dividends, 
The current rates of interest in England are low, 
and though some of the old companies make large 
returns to their shareholders, it is probable thaj 
those who hold stock in a new company would 
feel satisfied if, for a number of years, they oby 
tained 4 or 5 percent. per annum on their invest 
ments. Ordinarily the shareholders in an Ameri 
can fire insurance company are discontented if a 
dividend of less than 10 per cent. per annum ig 
paid. If two companies, having their existencd 
controlled by these different wishes, were brought 
into competition, itis easy to see that the one 
where small returns were looked for would in th¢ 
end outlive its rival, for it could afford to take risks 
at lower rates of premium. With life companies the 
situation is wholly different. Nota little of thei 
success depends upon the percentage of earnings 
that can be made upon the money they receiva 
trom policy-holders. An English company may 
make each year from 34 to 4 percent. on the 
money that it has for investment, while with an 
American life company the average may be from 
4144 to 5percent. If both charge the same rates of 
premium, the extra gain of the American com: 
pany will permit its managers to pay larger divi 
dends to the policy-holders, or warrant the expen 
diture of alargesum of money in advertising and 
in soliciting new business. This latter one seems 
to be the form that has been adopted by Americas 
life companies In England; for their percentage o 

expense in carrying on their business is highe 

than that of their English competitors, but this i 

more than offset by the larger average earnings 

which accrue each year from their invested assets

THE ELECTIUN IN OREGON. 

The State election in Oregon occurs on Mon- 
day next, when a Governor, Judge of the Supreme 
Court, four other general officers, members of the 
Legislature, and the first momber of the Forty- 
eighth Congress will be chosen. The Legislature 
will be called upor to elect a United States Sena- 
tor in place of Lafayette Grover, Democrat, whose 
term expires in 1888. For Governor the Republi- 
cans have nominated Z. F. Moody, and the Demo- 
crats Joseph $. Smith. The present Governor is @ 
Demoocrat, he having been elected in 1878 by a smal{ 
plurality, the vote for the several candidates being: 
Republican, 16,132; Democratic, 16,201; Independ- 
ent, 1,447. For Representative in Congress the 
Republicans have nominated Melvin C. George 
who was elected two years ago by 1,397 plurality, 
The Democratic candidate is William D. Fenton, 
The vote of the State for President in 1880 was: 
Garfield, 20,619; Hancock, 19,955; Weaver, 245; scat. 
tering, 67. The Legislature last chosen had a Re 
publican majority of 22 on joint ballot.

FREE RELIGiON IN BOSTON. 
Boston, June 2.—At to-day’s session of the 
Free Religions Association an essay was read by 
President William J. Potter on ** Liberty, but Re- 
ligion Also.” Ex-President Felix Adler delivered 


an address in the nature of a criticism on practical 
religion, saying he used the word “religion” in- 
stead of ‘ethics’ or “higher life” advisedly, be- 
cause he wished to be eonsidered still within the 
pale of religion. He believed in setting up a stand- 
ard of real high living—the higher life—and 
allowing the principles of life to be distin- 
guished by a larger charity. He said that 
the society was not ready to propagate its 
ideas; its supporters should endow colleges where 
young men could be trained for that purpose. Noa 
organization was needed to get men to hear a liv- 
ing speaker, and they should utilize their efforts to 
getsuch men. S. J. Stewart, of Bangor, Me., read 
an essay entitled, ‘* Morality as the Aim and Crown 
of Liberty and Religion.” The annual festival of 
the association was held this evening at Parker 
Memorial Hall and was largely attended. The ad- 
dresses, which were interspersed with musieal se- 
lections, were devoted to a delineation of the plans

ANXIETY FOR THE FUTURE OF IRELAND— 
THE TROUBLE IN THE REFORM CLUB 


— MUSICAL ENTERTAINMENTS—THE LIB- 
ERAL VICTORY IN THE NORTH. 


Lonpon, May 20.—Although the town is 
full, and all the avenues of fashion are crowded, 
the London season drags along slowly. The 
customary verve and “go” of the time are not 
seen. The hooths of Vanity Fair are open; 
the flowers are there, and the decorations; 
the pipers pipe, but there is a strain of sadness 
in the music; people seem to be going about 
their pleasures with heavy hearts, There isno 
lack of opportunities of enjoyment, nor any 
diminution of hosts and guests; but the social 
reunion is like a marriage feast furnished with 
funereal baked meats. Itis not so much the 
national mourning for two blameless Ministers 
of State cruelly murdered as the general po- 
litical depression of daily events which has 
cast a gloom over the season. The pro- 
gramme of the year, of course, must be 
carried out, but whether as a_partici- 
pator in the pleaures of the time, or 
as a looker-on, one cannot help feeling a sense 
of fear that something unteward will take 
place between the acts. Itis a rare thing for 
political possibilities to exercise so great an in- 
fluence upon society as is apparent at the pres- 
ent tims. The failure of the Police to unravel 
the tragic mystery of the Phcenix Park assas- 
sinations has demonstrated to the full for the 
first time the strength of the secret organiza- 
tions which maintain the Irish revolt. Coupled 
with this revelation of a vast Socialistic con- 
spiracy in Ireland, there is an uneasy feeling 
abroad that her Majesty’s Government is not 
strong enough to cope with the crisis. It is 
known that the Radicals of England are 
already combining together for the purpose of 
land agitations on the lines of the Irish League, 
and it is dawniog upon the better classes 
of this country that with the passing of 
the new Coercion act the operations 
of conspirators may toa great extent merely 
be transferred to this side of the Channel. Al- 
ready a growing lawlessness manifests itself in 
the great cities, more particularly in London, 
and it is not unlikely that before we are free 
trom our troubles in Ireland we may have to 
deal with Communistic conspiracies at ourown 
doors. The local outlook is full of anxiety, 
especially for those very classes who make up 
the gayeties of a London season. The pros- 
pect of a general election, which beth Liberals 
and Conservatives counted upon in connection 

. with the cléture, has been completely dis 
counted by recent events. The Radical 
section of the Liberal Party now desire a 
dissolution of Parliament less than ever, 
and Liberal wire-pullers declare that 
Mr. Gladstone’s Government is safe for along 
time tocome. According to the tone of some 
of the Irish speakers in the House of Commons, 
there seems every probability, in spite of the 
new Coercion bill, of Mr. Gladstone keeping 
his Irish allies together on a party vote. The 
contest in the North-west Riding of Yorkshire 
for the seat vacated through the death of Lord 
Frederick Cavendish has not realized the san- 
xuine hopes of Conservatives in the North. 
I'he Tory whips in London did not expect a vic- 
tory for their candidate, Mr. A. E. Gathorne- 
Hardy, but they did believe that the majority 
for Mr. Holden, the Liberal, would be under 
a thousand votes. The figures, however, 
show that the Imsh policy of Mr. Gladstone 
has had very little practical influence upon 
political parties in the great district covered 
by the North-west Riding. The battle has 
evidently been fought on the old party lines, 
Mr. Holden polled 9,892 votes, Mr. Gathorne- 
Hardy 7,865, giving a majority for Mr. Holden 
of 2,027. In the Parliamentary lobbies on Thurs- 
day night, Liberal gossip indicated that Min- 
isters cid not expect so great a victory. Mr. 
Gladstone, itis understood, finds in the result 
fresh encouragement in the course he is pursu- 
ing, and so determined and earnest is he in the 
development of his new policy that the annual 
Derby holiday is threatened, together with a 
reduction of the usual vacation at Whuitsun- 
tide. Mr. Gladstone will allow netther him- 
self nor Parliament any rest until the new 
Coercion act and its accompanying concessions 
become law. 

In arecent letter I suggested as a contin- 
gency of the future a serious split between the 
Liberals aud the Radicals. For the time being 
it would seem as ifthe Arrears bill had post- 
poned this eventuality. At the same time the 
misunderstanding at the Reform Club still 

romises a disruption of the Liberal Party. 

(ou will remember that the club blackballed 
the two brothers of Mr. Chamberlain, whose 
influence in the Cabinet is supreme. In conse- 
quence of this unexpected hostility toward 
the Chamberlains, Lord Hartington and 
Mr. Bright went down to the club 
at its annual meeting and succeeded in passing 
a resolution taking from the club the power of 
election and placing it in the power of the 
committee. This high-handed measure on the 
part of prominent members of Mr. Gladstone’s 
Cabinet brought out hot protests from the 
moderate Liberals of the club, and a ballot 
upon the question at issue was demanded; a 
resolution of adjournment for this purpose 
was carried, and the ballot took place on 
Thursday. The original motion proposed by 
the Marquis of Hartington and seconded by 
Mr. John Bright, affirmed thatitis desirable 
the election of members shall be conducted by 
2 committee instead of by a ballot of the 
whole ciubas heretofore. To this Mr. P. H. 
Muntz moved in a conciliatory spirit an 
amendment which claimed that a candidate 
who has. been bDlackballed may, with 
she consent of the committee, on a memorial 
pf 50 members of the club, be again 
put up for election at the next ballot. At the 
tlose of the voting on Thursday, contrary, it 
seems, to general expectation, Mr. Muntz’s 
amendment was carried by a majority of 21. 
Members had been thoroughly ‘‘ whipped” 
during the past week, by circular and other- 
wise, Lord Waveney taking an active part in 
opposing the dictatorial resolution of the Mar- 
quis of Hartington and Mr. Bright. When 
the figures were announced aiter the poll, 
there was great excitement in the club, and 
the majority in favor of Mr. Muntz’s amend- 
ment called for three cheers for Lord Wavy- 
eney, which were given very uproariously. 
This victory is regarded as a triumph of 
the moderate Liberals over the Radical influ- 
ence in Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet. It is said 
thata number of Mr. Bright’s and Lord Har- 
tington’s friends intend to withdraw from the 
club. The significance of this misunderstand- 
ing is sufficiently apparent when it is remem- 
bered thatthe Reform Club is the head and 
front of the Liberal Party. To-day’s Specta- 
tor says the rejection of Lord Hartington’s 
resolution is ‘‘a great misfortune, because it 
shows that the Whigs and Moderates still mis- 
Interpret the movement of the time. They 
think they can prevent the new men coming 
into power, or influencing society when they 
are in power; whereas all they can do is to de- 
stroy their own power of influencing the men, 
The class of politicians suppesed to be repre- 
sented by Mr. Chamberlain—we do not mean 
him individually—whatever their faults, with 
their strength and their limitations, their won- 
derful insight into things near, and wonderful 
blindness for things afar off, represent the peo- 
ple of England, and the people was, in 1867,

YALE’S NEW BOAT AND CREW. 


THE COMING CONTEST WITH HARVARD ON 


THE THAMES. 

New-HAvEN, June 2,—Confidence in the suc- 
cess of Yale in the coming contest with Harvard 
on the Thames, at New-London, on the 22d inst., 
fluctuates among the critics who have lately paid 
attention to the praetice of the Yale crew. Their 
new boat, orshell, has been built by Keast, and 
fully conforms to Yale’s new scheme of making 
quick strokes to wia. Itis of cedar, and longer 
than boats used in past years by college crews, be- 
ing about 72 feet in length. There isa novel ar 
rangement of seats for the express purpose of al- 
lowing a fast stroke. As built, and with the ar- 
rangements mentioned, the boat not only permits 


fast rowing, but renders it absolutely necessary for 
success. The boat is built on the fast principle, and 
if the crew would keep stroke with the boat’s pace 
they must pull with all their might. This quick 
stroke fora two-mile pull has interfered with the 
‘*form” of thecrew. An improvementin the steer- 
ing apparatus relieves the coxswain from the ne- 
cessity of holding two ropes in his hands. He now 
sits in the stern, bis legs encircling a wheel, which 
is similar to the steering wheel of a Fire Department 
truck. It is of solid mahogany, horizontal, with a 
deep groove in its sides for the ** rubber ropes.”’ By 
its use the eoxswain controls the boat without 
overtaxing his strength. The arrangement of seats 
is startlingly original. The crew are plased by 
seating every two asinear together as in the case 
of a pair oar. The space which would once have 
been taken by the next oarsman, is left vacant: 
then two more of the crew are placed as the first 
twoandso on. By fixing the men in pairs, one 
advantage is gained, but whether it is sufficient to 
offset the increase in weight, by the addi- 
tional length remains undetermined. The ad 
vantage lies in the avoidance of _ taking 
another's splash. The oars used are those with 
curved blades. Capt. Hull says that the men are 
in prime condition and making faster time than 
was ever made in any race pulled by acrew of 
Yale or Harvard. They intend to pull from 43 to 
45 strokes a minute, with perhaps as many as 50 at 
the finish. It is believed that this cannot 
be done in good form, under the exciting 
condition which will prevail at the coming 
contest. It will be suicide to attempt a four-mile 
pull with a bunched or crooked back or an uneven 
slide. Here, it is feared, will be discovered 
the weakness in Yale’s crew. Catching the water 
together, the stroke is not likely to be finished 
evenly. At their practice to-day only two men 
were pulling well together. The erew do not ob- 
serve the excellent rule made by Capt. Cook, that 
the strength of the stroke should be expended at 
the moment the blade catches the water, 
and when the oar became at right angles to 
the boat the effort should be lessened, so that the 
stroke could be finished without jerk or splash, al- 
lowing opportunity to return quickly for the sec- 
ond stroke. The present crew utilize the very 
things to which Capt. Cook objected. It is evident 
thatthe Yale crew need a coach at once. Capt. 
Hull sees that his men are kept in health and good 
condition, but he cannot very well coach his own 
crew and not himself make errors. As there has 
beer one change in the personnel ot the crew, it 
will be well to give the descriptive list of the men 
who are to pull the race. They are:

No. 3, Guernsey, saves his 
legs and back, and does too much arm-work. Capt. 
Hull, No. 4, saves his arm muscles too much. 
Hyndman, No, 5, is faulty in respect of not finish 
ing his stroke neatly, and not sliding far enough. 
Rogers, No. 6, bunches his back teo much fora 

uick stroke. Storrs does not use his slide enough.

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LOSSES BY FIRE. 
SOON 


Hall’s chair factory at Philadelphia was 
partially destroyed by fire about noon yesterday. 
The factory was a three-story brick building. The 
first floor was occupied by Benjamin Richardson, 
furniture manufacturer, who also used portions of 
the second and third floors. His loss is about $10,- 
000. Kauffman & McAnally, table manufacturers, 
and John Finchler, chair-maker, sustain a loss of 

6,000. Other losses will run the total up to nearly 

35,000. ‘The flames spread so rapidly that a dozen 
men at work on the third fleor made narrow es- 
capes. One of the werkmen, John Treger, was 
seriously injured by jumping from the third-story 
window. 


Fire was discovered at 9 o’clock last night 
in the rear of the second floor of the four-story 
building No. 189 West Broadway. The building is 
oceupied by S. Rosenbaum & Co., dealers in paper. 
The fire is supposed to have originated in the print- 
ing office of Samuel Kaska, whose business was 
confined to printing paper bags for Rosenbaum & 
Co. The rear part of the building was destroyed, 
and that portion of the stock which was not 
burned was damaged by water. The loss was esti- 
mated at $10,000, on which there was some insu- 
rance, 


The Grand Trunk Railway station and sheds 
and the Dominion, Ontario and Quebec immigra- 
tion sheds and offices, at South Quebec, were de- 
stroyed by fire last night. Several Intercolonial 
and Grand Trunk Railway cars were also burned. 
Benoit's Hotel, adjoining the station. was gutted. 
The loss is variously estimated at from $100,000 to 
$400,000, according to the value of the freight in 
the sheds. Nothing can be learned about the insu- 
rance, as that is arranged in Montreal. 


A fire occurred last evening in the kiln of 
Stewart & Co.’s Manhattan Pottery-works, at Nos. 
589, 541,543, and 545 West Eighteenth-street. The 
close proximity of the fire to the Manhattan Gas 
Company’s works caused three alarms to be 
turned im rapid succession. The flames were, 
however, speedily brought under control, and the 
total loss will probably not exceed $10,000. 

A fire occurred last evening in the basement 
of the four-story brick buildings Nos. 524 and 526 
West Forty-third-street, ovcupied by William 
Schaeffer as a piano factory. The damage inflict- 
ed to the stock amounts to about $8,000. The dam- 
age to the building, which is owned by Lighte & 
Ernst, of No. 10 Union-square, will not exceed $600. 
The cause of the fire is unknown.

THE CONTESTS OF LABOR 


THH LOCK-OUT 1N THE WESTERN 
IRON MILLS. 

PITTSBURG TO BE THE BATTLE-GROUND— 
WORK GOING ON IN SOME WESTERN 
MILLS—THE MEN STEADFAST IN THEIR 
DEMANDS—THE OUTRAGE AT CHICAGO. 

PitrsBurRG, Penn., June 2.—The atmosphere 
of the Smoky City is clear and unnatural on this 
the second day of the great lock-out. The situa- 
tion is unchanged, but the workmen feel confident 
that the fight will be of short duration, and base 
their opinion on the fact that it will soon be nar- 
rowed down to this region alone. That a move- 
ment is on foot to make Pittsburg the battle- 
ground is certain. West of here four large milis 
are working at the price called for by the new 


scale, although only two have signed. The men in 
these Western mills went to work on condition 
that assoon as the scale was signed here they 
would abide by it. With large Western mills in 
operation, the men claim, the drain on the associa- 
tion treasury will be greatly lessened, and trade 
will flow westward from Pittsburg; that the manu- 
facturers will soon open their eyes to the situation 
and soon come to terms in order to hold their own 
trade, and that everything will be lovely after 
the necessary Summer repairs are made. This 
is the talk at the Amalgamated rooms. At the 
office of the Western Iron Association 
Secretary Weeks summed up the _ situation 
as favorable to the manufacturers’ side. In this city 
the only firms now running who signed the scale 
are Smith, Sutton & Co., Hussey, Howe & Ce., ard 
Carnegie Brothers. Those who have not signed, 
but are running, are W. D. Wood, Dilworth, Porter 
& Co., Miller, Metcalf & Parkin, and Park Broth- 
ers. ‘Those who are running outside the city, hav- 
ing signed, are limited to the Whittaker Iron- 
works, Wheeling; Ward works, Niles, Ohlo, and 
the two works of the old Union Iron Company, 
Cleveland. Mr. Weeks showed a dispatch from 
Cleveland stating that the entire Chieago district 
was idle, the two mills at work yesterday having 
closed down. He stated that west of Pittsburg 
there were twice as many milis running that had 
not signed as those who had signed and started. 

The effect of this silence among mills is felt in 
the companion industries, coal and coke. The 
New-York and Cleveland Gas Coal and Coke Com- 
pany, which supplies the works of the Allegheny 
Valley Railroad, {s probably more lightly ef- 
fected by the lock-eut than any other mining 
company In the vieinity of this city, yet its falling 
off yesterday is given at the rate of 18,000 
bushels per day. As to coke, the business Is 
beginning to feel the depression and dullness cre- 
ated by the lock-out. The blowing out and bank- 
ing up of furnaces in the Ohio Valley most se- 
riously affect the price of this fuel. To-day the 
price was reduced 10 and 15 cents perton from 
that established May 1, and especially good orders 
are scarce and could be filled at $1 50.and $1 60 for 
furnace lots. For foundry orders $1 75 is about 
the quotation, with orders scarce for all grades. 
The consumption is off one-fourth—about 700 
ears per day. Of this! 100 cars per day went 
Kast, the rest West, and nine-tenths of the produc- 
tion was consumed by blast furnaces. In a tour 
among business men and tradesmen, it was evident 
from their expressions that they have little faith 
in statements of manufacturers on the lock-out. 
They in nearly every instance seem certain that 
the iron-workers will win, and that when the mar- 
ket braces up, after a period of curtailed produc- 
tion, the scale will be signed and all the wheels 
will be whirring. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 2.—The following 
notice was posted on the doors of the mills in the 
Eighteenth Ward to-day: 

On Monday next the wire mill, rail mill, new melt- 
ing furnace, and blooming mill will run with non- 
unton men, single turn. As soon as practicable other 
departments will start, due notices of which will be 
given. WILLIAM CHISHOLM, President, 

By working a single turn it is intended to run 
only a single force instead of a double force, which 
kept the mills in operation night and day, Four 
thousand men quit work when the mills shut 
down, but by working only a single turn the man- 
agers expect to be able to resume operations with 
about 1,500 men. Thev say they have canvassed the 
situation and fouad enough skilled non-union men 
to take the lead in operating the mills, and they in. 
tend to fill up with common laborers. This they 
anticipate will be to them at first a somewhat ex- 
pensive experiment, but they are determined to 
break the back of the union at any cost. The man- 
agers believe that after the mills have been in 
operation a few days, or weeks at the furthest, 
the union men will give in and gradually 
return to work. On the other hand, the union 
men say that they have yetto find a member of 
the Iron-workers'’ Association who has weakened 
fora minute. They anticipate utter failure to start 
the milis at the time appointed by the managers, 
and argue that such failure will be the signal fora 
general victory of workmen over mill-owners. On 
Sunday afternoon a mass-meeting of non-union 
jron-workers, who have been thrown out of work 
by this atrike of union men, will be held. The sub- 
ject to be debated is, “ Shall we allow the union 
to dictate terms tous?’’ From present indiesations 
the negatives will wia this particular fight. 


CHiIcaGo, June 2,—There is no material 
change in the situation at Irondale, South Chicago, 
this morning. All of the men are stillout. Presi 
dent Jarrett has not arrived, and atelegram has 
been recelyed stating that he will not come on as 
expected. Corresponding Secretary Pat Carmody, 
of the Iron-makers’ Association here, bas just re 
ceived the following dispatch from President Jar- 
rett at Pittsburg: ‘* My instructions being only ad- 
visory, you are at liberty to stop provided that they 
all stop.”” Mr. Carmody has also received the fol- 
lowing telegram from Vice-President J. T. Bullock, 
of Bay View: ‘*Do not work unless they sign the 
seales. We are out and will stop out until they 
all sign. I will call them out. The indications 
now are that the men will stay out until the 
mannfacturers yield.’””’ The men claim that they 
have had $1,000,000 in the treasury at Pitts- 
burg; also, that the steel and rail men will 
come to their aid with money when they 
need it. The men in the. steel rail mills 
and the iron rail mills, in all making atout 1,100, 
are out of employment here. The wages which 
the iron-workers are striking against are as follows: 
Nail feeders, $1 75 per day; helpers, $2; puddlers, 
$450 to $5; nailers, $6; rollers, $8 to $10. 
They demand an advance of 10 to 15 per 
cent. The Knights of Labor have taken 
a friendly interest in the brick-makers’ strike, and 
propose a conference for compromise and concilia- 
tion, the Knights to represent the interests of the 
strikers. The employers have given no answer, 
and are not much inclined to treat with the men, 
who have been troublesome and evasive, 

The attack of the dock laborers at Bridgeport 
last night upon the Chicago and Alton train was 
well exeeuted, and evinced eareful planning. 
Though roughly armed with sticks, clubs, pieces of 
iron, and stones, the number of broken and bruised 
heads attests their effectiveness, many skulls being 
laid bare by blows, and half a dozen persons were 
crippled or hurt in various degrees. None of the 
injured is likely to die, even Judge Pillsbury being 
in a fair way to recover at last accounts. The 
rioters quietly fled when their revenge was satis- 
fied. The Police were early on the scene, and have 
made several arrests, including those of James 
O’Brien, James O'Neill, and John Frawley, 
all on suspicion. A dispatch from Dwight 
says one of the _ rioters was accidentally 
shot in the forehead. David McWilliams, 
of Dwight.:-who was with Judge Pillisbury, says 
the shot which struck the latter was fired from 
inside the car, but none of his party saw the man 
who fired it. It is believed, however, that im- 
portant clues are in tne hands of the Police which 
will bring the miscreants to justice. 

The grocerymen of Irondale have posted notices 
that the strikers will be expected to settle their 
present accounts before receiving further credit. 
An indignation meeting of strikers was held this 
afternoon, at which it was resolved to boycott the 
grocerymen, whom they considered the leaders in 
theno credit movement. President Potter, of the 
Nerth Chicago Rolling Miils, says that he antivi- 
pates no trouble at his mills at South Chicago and 
Bay View, near Milwaukee, and believes that the 
strike here will collapse in a few days. He does 
not agree with the statement that there is an over- 
stock of iron on hand, but says that there will be 
plenty of work to do. 


DETROIT, Mich., June 2.—Bough’s steam 
forge began a lock-out against the union men, be- 
giuning last Saturday. - The men intended to work 
until yesterday morning, but Mr. Bough informed 
them that he was outof pig-iron, and shut them 
out. He informed his employes that he would hire 
no more union men. His action was disconcerting, 
and the union men appointed a committee to wait 
upon him, but he informed them that his mind was 
made up. An effort will be made by the union 
men to induce the non-union men to quit work. 
The union men who gave this information added: 
“It is going to be a square fight, and we can stand 
it as Jong as he can.” 
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COMPLAINTS OF OTHER WORKERS. 

CUMBERLAND, Md., June 2.—The imported 
miners of the Consolidation Company did a full 
day’s work of 12 hours to-day, the engines working 
on the incline and everything moving as custom- 
ary. The output to-day is said by the bosses to be 
very fair. Not much interest is manifested by the 
strikers, and the region continues very quiet. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., June 2.—The setters in 
Becker's tannery are out on a strike, 


Fatt River, Mass., June 2.—Cemplaints 
have been made against a number of Fall River 
mills for running eight minutes overtime. Test 
cases have been brought, the trial of which will 
begin to-morrow.

COMMANDER EDWARD TERRY. 

A dispatch from Colorado announces the 
death yesterday, of consumption, of Commander 
Edward Terry, of the United States Navy. Com- 
mander Terry was born in Cennecticut, and ap- 
pointed a Cadet in the Naval Academy from that 
State Sept. 21, 1853. He was graduated in 1857, 
and attached for two years to the sloop German- 


town, in the East India squadron, At the break- 
ing out of the civil war in 1861 he was trans- 
ferred to the steam sloop Richmond, of the 
Western blockading squadron, in which he served 
with conspicuous gallantry until the close of hos- 
tillties. He took partin the engagement with the 
rebel ram Manassas and steamers in the Missis- 
sippi River Oct. 12, 1861; at Fort Rae and the rebel 
batteries Nov. 22, 1861; at the bombardment aud 
passage of Forts Jackson and St. Philip, the 
capture of New-Orleans, and the passage of 
Vicksburg, and the bombardment of the bat- 
teries at Port Hudson, March 14, 1863. During 
the seige of Port Hudson he commanded a 
battery of Dahlgren guns in the rear of the ene- 
muy’s works, He was commissioned Lieutenant 
Commander Jan. 4, 1868, and at the battle of Mobile 
Bay, Aug. 5, 1864, he was the executive officer of 
the Richmond. From 1866 to 1857, he served as 
Fieet Captain of the Pacific squadron, having been 
selected for this duty by Admiral Rodgers. He 
rerved as Commandantof Cadets at Annapolis in 
1868-9, and again from 1875 to 1878. On Oct. 80, 1871, 
he was commissioned as Commander. His failing 
health compelled his detachment from active ser- 
vico two years ago, and since then he had been 
vainly seeking relief in the mild climate of South- 
ern California. He leaves a widow.

SHOULD HAVE BEEN REMOVED FOR INCOM-

Three out of 
eleven of the members of the committee recom- 
mended the Judge’s impeachment in a report that 
would have been conclusive with any body of men 
who were disposed to consider only the public 
interests in their conduct as legislators. e re- 
port of the majority is divided, and is nothing 
more nor less than evasive apologies for things 
that cannot be apologized for. This case is one 
out of many which prove that the present ma- 
chinery for dealing with derelict judicial officers is 
fatally defective. It is next to impossible to re- 
move 4 corrupt or incompetent Judge, especially 
in States where the Judiciary {fs elective, except 
under cormbinations of circumstances which oecur 
80 rarely that they eannot be counted upon, 


THE PEOPLE DO NOT WANT HIM, 
From the Lockport Journal. 

The majority of the investigating commit- 
tee has certainly succeeded in whitewashing the 
aristocratic Judge Westbrook to a most polished 
degree. While it is possible that he was sufficiently 
adroit and careful to keep his improper official 
acts within the impeachment Hine, he certainly— 
and by the confession of the committee itseli—was 
remarkably eccentric and indiscreet for a Judge in 
his rulings with ~~ Gould and Company in their 
elevated railway litigations and rascality.

BESSIH SLOOUMB’S DEATH. 
FACTS DISCLOSED AT THE INQUEST CONCERN- 


| ING THE UNSECTARIAN HOME. 
| Coroner Brady resumed yesterday the in- 
quest in the case of Bessie Slocumb, a little child 
who died suddenly May 20, in the Old Gentlemen’s 
Unsectarian Home and Asylum and Sanitarium 
for Young Children, at Mott-avenue and 165th- 
street. President Elbridge T. Gerry, of the So- 
ciety for the Prevention of Cruelty to Chil- 
dren, sat near the Coroner, and Manager Wil- 
liam H. Ramscar cross-examined the witnesses, 
W. R. Benjamin, a reporter on one of the morning 


pavers, was the first witness called. He testified 
regarding three visits which he had made to the 
Unsectarian Home, on March 15, May 9, and May 
18. On the first visit he made a partial examina- 
tion of the house, and found in the dining-room an 
unbearable stench.- He was shown into the library, 
which was very cold. He was invited into the din- 
ing-room, where it was warm, but he preferred the 
cold of the library to the stench of the warm room. 
He saw three or four children who had slept in the 
laundry the night before, and noticed that 
they had sore throats and mouths, and colds 
fn the head. On his second visit he noticed 
& very strong smell as soon as he reached the 
house, and before heentered the place. He made a 
partial examination of the place. and found the 
floors, tables, bed linen, &c., in a fairly clean con- 
dition. Witness saw no bath, but he understood 
that there was one in Manager Ramscar’s apart- 
ment. On his third visit witness found two distinct 
smells, one coming from the water-closet in the 
cellar, which was In a filthy condition. The cellar 
was very wet in places. Witness found a very 
marked “nursery emell.”” There were four ser- 
vants in’ the house, consisting of one nurse, one 
scrubwoman, one laundress, and one cook. He 
saw the scrubwoman help wait on the children at 
table. Witness added that he did not discover 
een very wrong about the place except the 
smeils. 
.Ex-Judge P. J. Joachimsen testified that he was 
for a time a member of the Advisory Board of the 
Home. Last Fall he sent word to Manager Rams- 
ear that he did uot care to serve on the board any 
longer. One of his reasons for leaving was that he 
had received an anonymous note complaining of 
the Home. He never knew of the Home being 
chartered, and was never able to find a charter. 
After a short cross-examination the witness gave 
way to Dr. Nathan S. King, who said that he served 
on the Advisory Board of the Home for one year at 
the request of Mr. Ramscar. At the end of 
the year witness and Dr. Mitchell were ap- 
pointed a committee to examine the books, 
and found them in such an_ unsatisfactory 
condition that Dr. King concluded to retire from 
the Advisory Board, and did so. Witness knew 
nothing of the change of the Home to an asylum 
for children and could give no evidence on that 
point. Samuel Warburton, of No. 281 Avenue C, 
said that on Feb. 11 he took his two girls, aged 6 
and S years, to the Home and arranged to have 
them kept by Mr. Ramscar for $5 per month. Wit- 
ness saw his children each Sunday and they com- 
plained of the way they were kept. They were 
etting dirty with vermin. The children were in the 
nstitution over a month. Mr. Ramsear brought 
the younger child to witmess and said she 
had a sore month. Witness took her to a physi- 
cian, who said she was too small to wash out her 
owD mouth, as she had been doing. Witness then 
sent for his other child and found her covered with 
vermin. The children were clean when they en- 
tered the institution. On cross-examinvation wit- 
ness said the only complaint he had to make was 
that his children were kept dirty, and were not 
sent to school or given religious training. 

Superintendent Jenkins, of the Society for the 
Prevention of Cruelty to Children, told of the case 
of John Hamil, a little boy who strayed away from 
the Unsectarian Home on April 18, the day after 
he was admitted, and was found in the streets by 
a policeman and taken to the Society’s head-quar- 
ters. The boy was in a terribly filthy condition, 
and had to be placed in the Randall’s Island Hos- 
pital, where heis now. Witness visited the Home 
the day after Bessie Slocumb died, but did not go 
above the first floor. There was an unpleasant odor, 
and the children were untidy, looking as if nobody 
cared for them, A boy 10 years old toid witness that 
the;Home was “a nasty, dirty place.” Annie 
Slocumb, mother of Bessie, testified that she placed 
her daughter and her son in the institution on 
March 14. Both were healthy, the girl having been 
sick but once in her life. Witness visited her chil- 
dren several times, and they seemed to be well. 
Bessie said she was treated well. The last time 
witness saw her daughter was on the Tuesday be- 
fore the Saturday on which tne child died. Bessie 
never looked better than she did then. After her 
death witness took her son out of the institution, 
and found vermin on bim. 

Benjamin Many, an inmate of the Home, testified 
that he thought the bad smell came from the small 
ehildren in the place. Mr. Ramscar was not so 
good to the old men as to the children. Witness 
said he had read the accounts of the Home in the 
newspapers, and he thought they had “ showed it 
up pretty well.”” Ellen McMasters testified that 
she had been the nurse of the institution for about 
two months, and assisted in other work. She 
bad two. assistants, who also did other 
work. Witness was sure that she cleaned 
the nursing-bottles with washing soda every 
time the food was changed. She never had any 
experience as a nurse before, but ahe knew how to 
take care of children. The smaller babies were 
washed every day, and the others were expected 
to be bathed every week, but there was not sufli- 
tient help. Their clothing was changed once a 
week. Witness never studied any rules, and did 
not know wiether there were any rules. , There 
were 14 or 15 children in the institution. Mary 
fone, cook of the Home, told about the cooking 
irrangements, and said that the meat she had to 
rvrepare was not always fresh, although it never 
melled ‘‘very” bad. One ortwo other witnesses 
vere called, and then the inquest was adjourned 
until Monday afternoon.

WELCOMING A NEW PASTOR. 

The lecture room of the Thirteenth-Street 
Presbyterian Church was crowded last evening by 
members of the congregation and others who had 
assembled to form the acquaintance of the new 
Pastor, the Rev. J. Worrall, D. D., who has ac- 
cepted the call tendered him a few weeks ago, and 
will enter at once upon the duties of nis pastorate. 
Mr. William F. Wade presided, and addresses were 
made by the Elders and others who congratulated 
the congregation on the accession of the new 
minister. The church has been without a 
Pastor since the resignation of the Rev. ‘Mr. 
Simpson, who retired on a doctrinal issue, after 
serving a few months with eminent success, Dr. 
Worrall is 51 years of age, of pleasant manners, 
and a fine pulpit orator. This is his first pastorate 
in the East. He was settled for a number of years 
after he was ordained in Covington, Ky., where he 
labored with such success that he was called tothe 
pastorate of an important church in Chicago. A 
few weeks ago while on a visit to this City he con- 
sented to occupy the pulpit left vacant by the 
resignation of Mr. Simpson, and{ gave such satis- 
faction that he received a unanimous call from the 
church. The installation seryices cannot take place 
until atter the next meeting of the New-York Pres- 
bytery, when he will apply to be received as a 
member of that body, and will soon after be duly 
installed. He will enter upon the discharge of his 
duties, however, next Sunday. He spoke briefly 
last evening to the members of the congregation, 
uhd then followed a general shaking of hands as 
each person present was introuuced by Mr. Wade. 
Dr. Worrall was accompanied by his wife and 
daughter.

NEW-YORK LANDLORDS DENOUNCED, 

A mass-meeting of tenants of the Eighteenth 
Ward was held last evening, under the auspices of 
the Seventeenth Ward Anti-High Rent Association, 
at No. 351 East Seventeenth-street. The speakers 
Cenounced the landlords for continually raising 


rents and for the inhuman manner _ ino 
Which they dispossessed sick and poor ten- 
ants who happened to be unfortunate enough 
to be unable to pay their rent in advance or to in- 
cur their displeasure. Several instances were re- 
Jated in which sick mothers were removed to the 
yard or to the sidewalk, and had their scanty fur- 
niture thrown out after them by tie ** relentless” 
landlords. It was only by a thorough organiza- 
tion, the speakers contended, that tenants could 

rotect themselves and secure the rights which be- 
onged to human beings. It was also said that a 
man in the Seventeenth Ward who allowed a poster 
announcing the holding of a meeting to be put up 
in his window was ordered by the landlord to va- 
cate his house. Another meeting to perfect the or- 
ganization wi'l be held next Friday evening.

THE CITY’S FINANCES. 

The monthly statement of the condition of 
the City debt, issued yesterday by Controller 
Campbell, shows that on the last day of May the 
total funded debt was $135,779,057 59, not including 
$12,266,729 40 revenue bonds issued in anticipation 


of taxes. Included in this statement is the bonded 
debt of the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards, amounting to $876,500. The amount in the 
sinking fund for the redemption of the City debt 
on the last day of May was $38,307,005 50. During 
the month of May warrants were drawn against 
the City Treasury aggregating $3,140,855 67, making 
& total of $18,058,152 39 since Jan. 1. From Jan. 1 
to May 31, inclusive, stocks and bonds were issued 
to the amount of $11.663.034 40. Of this sum $844,- 
500 was for public works, street openings, and im- 
provements; $390,000 was for Croton water pur- 
poses, $367.000 was for docks and slips, $137,000 
was for expenses and awards of the Assessment 
Commission, and $9,820,100 was for current ex- 
penses of the City Government.

Another carp was taken at 
West Hampton, Great South Bay. It wasa male 
fish, und full of milt, This is the second fish which 
has been caught inthe South Bay. Slightly salt- 
water seems, then, to bein no way injurious to 
these fish. These carp have certainly escaped from 
some of the preserves in Long Island, as they are 
of the German variety brought to this country by

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A OARELESS BANK OFFICER. 

THE STORY OF A FORGED CHECK PAID AT 
THE AMERICAN EXCHANGE NATIONAL 
BANK. 

Through an advertisement in a City paper 
yesterday, “tthe party who presented a forged 
check on the American Exchange National Bank in 
favor of F. H. Hunt, signed and indorsed ‘ correct,’ 
John La Farge,” was asked to “ free himself from 
further suspicion” by communicating with James 


A. Dumont,Jr., attorney at law, No. 48 Broad-street. 
On April 8 a check for $701 08, purporting to be 
drawn by John La Farge, dealer in decerative art 
materials, No. 33 East Seventeenth-street, was pre- 
sented at the American Exchange National 
Bank by a stranger. Not only did the sig- 
nature of Mr. La Farge appear upon the face, but 
his indorsement upon the back as well. It was 
stated yesterday that the Paying Teller did not 
seek to identify the person presenting it, but paid 
it without making any inauimes. On April 19 Mr. 
La Farge was informed that his account at the 
bank had been overdrawn. His book-keeper dis- 
puted the statement of the officers of the bank, 
and when the checks were shown by the latter in 
proof, the one for $701 08 was pronounced a for- 
gery. The Paying Teller could give no description 
of the person who presented the check, and there 
was no clue whatever tothe guilty party. De- 
tectives were employed on the case, but 
were compelled to give it up. The checks 
used by Mr. La Farge are green in 
color. The forged check was also green, but of a 
lighter hue. The writing of two persons was coun- 
terfeited, that of Mr. La Farge and his brother 
Lewis. The amount was filled in by an imitation of 
the writing of Lewis La Farge, and the signature 
was apparently that of John La Farge. it isthe 
practice of Mr. La Farge to sign checks made out 
by his brother Lewis. Daniel T. Ames, the expert, 
made‘an examination; of the check, The mi- 
croscope showed that the writing was first 
traced on the check and that the shaded 
lines were drawn afterward. The penman- 
ship was more perfect and clear in appear- 
ance than that of either of the gentlemen 
whose writing was counterfeited. The work, it is 
presumed, was done by some one familiar with 
the handwriting of the Messrs. La Farge, and he 
must have had specimens before him when he ex- 
eeuted it. Mr. Dumont is inclined to believe that 
the person who presented the check is an innocent 
party. He will present the case to the District 
Attorney, and thinks he will be able to produce 
the stranger who secured the money. The bank 
officials take the ground that the check is not a 
forgery. When asked about the case, George S. 
Coe, the President of the bank, said that it was a 
trifling affair. but he refused to give the details. 
The F. H. Hunt in whose fayor the ¢éheck was 
drawn is a mythical personage. 
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PRODUCE EXCHANGE ELECTION. 
TWO TICKETS IN THE FIELD--OPPOSITION TO 
MR. HERRICK FOR THE PRESIDENCY. 

Feeling ran high among the members of the 
Produce Exchange yesterday, and many bets were 
made as to the result of the election to be held on 
Monday. A ticket was put in the field in opposi- 
tion to the regular ticket nominated on Thursday. 
There was also a slight modification of the 
regular ticket, Mr. Joshua Lathrop, one of 


the candidates for the Board of Managers, 
feeling obliged to withdraw his name_ from 
the contest. The regular ticket as finally ar- 
ranged is as follows: For President—Jacob 
H. Herrick; Vice-President—Edmund 8. Whitman; 
Treasurer—Samuel Jacoby; Board of Managers— 
Charles D. Sabin, A. Romer, Robert Stobo, T. A. 
MolIntyre, D. A. Lindley, J. A. Tobey, John Gled- 
hill, C. F, Ackerman, James R. Boyd, R. T. Bush, 
W. H. Mcllhanney, and Benjamin Logan. The 
chief idea animating the bolters, and which led 
them to nominate an opposition ticket, is dislike 
for Mr. Herrick, whois at present Vice-President 
of the Exchange, a man of pronounced sentiments 
and not afraid to express them. ‘‘Anything to beat 
Herrick !” went up as a war-cry among the dissat- 
isfied all day long. ‘They held a private eancous 
early in the morning, heading their tieket with the 
name of Lyman F. Holman, a gentleman well 
known and popular. They ratified the nomination 
of Mr. Whitman for Vice-President, and made but 
two changes in the regular ticket for Board of 
Managers. Thename of Mr. Mcilhunney they cut 
out for that of J. A. Amelong, and for Mr. Bush 
they substituted Charles C. Burke, 

Though insisting upon their bitter opposition to 
Mr. Herrick, and setting this up as a sufficient rea- 
son for bolting, the friends of the new tieket claim 
to have another issue upon which to make a fight. 
This issue is the question of monopoly. Mr. Her- 
rick is proclaimed as the friend of the railroads; 
Mr. Lindley, one of the candidates for the Board 
of Managers, is spoken of as “the son-in-law of 
Cyrus W. Field,”’ and attention is called to the fact 
that Mr. Mcilhanney is a freight agent of the New- 
York Central Railroad. The *‘ Wabash ticket’’ is 
the popular characterization of the nomines of the 
regular eaucus. The friends of Mr. Herrick smiled 
complacently when these charges passed current 
yesterday. ‘* Bosh and buncombe,”’ was the way in 
which Henry T. Kneeland dismissed the reflections. 
**We've got the votes,” he added; “they can make 
the most of their brag and bluster.”’ 


MR, FINK DECLINES A PRESIDENCY. 

The rumors which have prevailed in Wall- 
street for a long time to the effect that Pool Com- 
missioner Fink was about to accept the Presidency 
of the Loulsville and Nashville Railroad Company 
were put at an end yesterday. The following letter 
was received at the office of the company: 

New-York, June 1, 1882. 
C. C. Baldwin, Fsq., President Louisville and Nash- 
ville Railroad; 

My Dear Sir: I have not been able before this 
to give a final answer to the proposition of your- 
selfand the Directory of your road to aceept the 
Presidency of your company, from which you desire 
to retire In case of my acceptance. The delay has not 
been from any fault of mine, and I regret it the 
more as I am now compelied to decline to accept 
the position. It is thought by the management of 
the railroads witb whicli 1am now connected that 
the severance of my connection with the work on 
hana at this time would seriously embarrass its 
progress, and I do not feel that I ought to take 
any steps that would have that effect. If I were 
only to consider my own personalfeelings, I would 
have gladly accepted a position which would 
bring me back to a work with which I have been 
connected from its infancy, and upon which I 
have spent the best years of my life. The reflec- 
tion, however, that you and other friends have 
overvalued the services which you expected me to 
render lessens the regret which I feel at having to 
disappoint you by declining the position. The 
practical management of your road Is in the hands 
of able officers. and I have no doubt that they will 
reach the best possible results in the jfuture, as 
they have in the past.

MR, ADAMS NAMED AS ARBITRATOR. 

At a meeting of the Presidents of the trunk 
‘lines in the office of Commissioner Fink, on Wednes- 
day, at which Presidents Jewett, of the New-York, 
Lake Erie and Western Railroad; Garrett, of the 
Baltimors and Ohio, and Roberts, of the Pennsyl- 
vyania,and W. K. Vanderbilt, Second Vice-Presi- 
dent of the New-York Central, were pres- 
ent, it was agreed to recommend to the 


Executive Committee of the _ trunk 
lines the appointment of Charles’ Francis 
Adams, Jr., as arbitrator to pass upon disputes 
which may arise under the pooling arrangement 
entered into at the close of the great railroad war. 
Commissioner Fink says that there will be no meet- 
ing of the Executive Committee to take action on 
this recommendation, but the confirmation of Mr. 
Adams, or the refusal to confirm the nomination, 
will be accomplished by means of correspondence 
between the Commissioner and the members of the 
committee. Should the appointment be made, 
and Mr. Adams accept it, the trunk lines may in 
every case in which they are interested brought be- 
fore him. if they so desire, select two other arbi- 
trators to act with him, and the same privilege is 
reserved to the Executive Committee of the West- 
ern roads in regard to questions affecting the con- 
nections of the trunk lines. Mr. Adams will be 
simply a permanent arbitrator, having a voice in 
the settlement of all differences arising among the 
jroads in carrying out the agreement of Jan, 19 last.

There 
was not enough water given out for drinking pur- 
poses, and they were obliged to wash in galt water. 
The members of the crew used to bake cakes at 
night and would sell them to the passengers in the 
day-time. Commissioner Starr heard the complaint 
yesterday afternoon. The Captain, mate, and 
schief steward of the Surrey were present, and ex- 
plained matters apparently to the satisfaction of 
the Commissioner. Similar charges were made by 
the immigrants of the Surrey on her previous ar-

NEW MISSION CHAPEL AND SCHOOL. 
, Yesterday James Renwick, the architect at 
"No. 4 Broad-street, filed at the Building Depart- 
‘ment plans fora new mission chapel and schoo! 
‘for St. Mark’s Episcopal Society. The new build- 
. ing will be erected on the site of the present mis- 
. sion, at the south-west corner of Tenth-street and 
; Avenue A. The general style of architecture is the 
English Gothic, and the material of which the new 
building is to be constructed is brick. The trim- 
miugs on various portions of the fronts will be of 
,slate, terra cotta, and fancy-colored brick. The 
, building will bave a frontage of 52 feet 11 inches on 


‘about 20 years old. 
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Avenue A, where it‘s to be four stories in height. 
It will extend on Tenth-street, 113 feet, and on that 
street, the main portion of the structure con- 
taining the chapel, vestibule, &3., will have 
a height of but threo stories, the corner section 
being four stories, surmounted by a tower. 
The basement of the entire building will contain, 
in addition to boiler-room, &c., three large school- 
rooms, so arranged that they can be thrown into 
one room of L-shape, by the opening of folding- 
doors, On the first floor will be the chapel, organ 
loft, a large vestibule, study, committee room, a& 
room for the use of the clergy. The chapel gallery 
and a large school-room over the vestibule, and 
offices will ocoupy the second story. On the third 
floor there will be a large room for a cooking 
school and four small school-rooms. The fourth 
story, in the tower portion only, will be used by 
ths janitor for dwelling apartments.

THEATRE TICKET SPECULATION. 
ARGUMENT IN WALLACK’s INJUNCTION SUIT 
AGAINST JOHN KENNY AND OTHERS. 

A preliminary injunction restraining John 
Kenny and several other persons from selling 
tickets for Wallack’s Theatre in front of that thea- 
tre was obtained from Judge Donohue, in Supreme 
Court, Chambers. It was based upon affidavits 
made by Mr. Wallack and Mr. Theodore Moss 
averring that the defendants had violated the City 
ordinance providing for the licensing of theatrical 
ticket speculators, and the City ordinance restrict- 
ing street sales and auctions to the period between 
9o’clock A. M. and 2 o’clock P. M. The affidavit 


of Mr. Wallack also contained the averment that 
the defendants procure tickets of admission to his 
theatre by means unknown to him. In his com- 

laint he alleges that the defendants congregate 
n front of the entrances to his theatre, blockade 
them, impede the movement of passers-by and of 
patrons of the theatre, and otherwise annoy those 
patrons and injure his business. 

The hearing upon the motion to continue the in- 
junction during the pendency of the suit took 
place before Judge Donohue, in Supreme Court 
Chambers, yesterday. The motion was o posed 
by Mr. Charles W. Brooke, who appeared for the 
defendants. He read affidavits made by his clients 
in which it was declared that the real purpose of 
the action was to get rid of the defendants, if pos- 
sible, so that two persons named Augustus A. Ham- 
iiton and Charles Hovey would be left in full con- 
trol of the business of speculating in tickets at Wal- 
lack’s Theatre. These persons, the detendants 
averred, are in collusion with the plaintiff, and 
their profits from the sale of tickets at 
advanced prices within the vestibules of the the- 
atre are divided with him, They admitted that Mr. 
Wallack has begun an action to restrain Hamilton 
from selling tickets, but asserted that this suit is 
not in good faith, and they alleged that since Ham- 
ilton has been served with a preliminary injunction 
he has stood in the main vestibule of the theatre 
and directed persons to purchase tickets from 
Hovey. who has not been proceeded against by the 
plaintiff. The defendants denied that they had 
sold tiekets in front of the entrances to the theatre, 
or in any other place in which they are forbidden 
to sell by the terms of the Corporation ordinance 
under which they are licensed, and they denied 
that the ordinance restricting street sales and auc- 
tions to the hours between 9 o’clock in the morn- 
ing and 2 o'clock in the afternoon conflicts with 
the ordinance under which they are licensed. 

Counsel for Mr. Wallack argued that the license 
ordinance was void, because the Mayor and Com- 
mon Council had not the right to license persons to 
trespass upon the premises of Mr. Wallack or any 
other citizen. He refused even to attempt to re- 
fute the charge that Mr. Wallack had brought a 
suit against Augustus A. Hamilton in bad faith. To 
do so, he said, would be to lower the dignity of 
Mr. Wallack, and, besides, the charge was merely 
made on information and belief. 

Judge Donohue said that the only question was: 
Do the defendants trespass upon the plaintiff's 
premises orin any way improperly injure his busi- 
ness? 

Mr. Brooke answered this qnrestion by arguing 
that the defendants do not interfere with any 
right of Mr. Wallack, and that as Mr. Wallack sells 
them tickets he inferentially gives them the right 
to resell the tickets in front of his theatre. Judge 
Donohue said that the City could not license a 
person to injure another, and asked Mr. Brooke if 
he considered that a person who bought goods 
from a wholesale house would have the right to 
dispose of the goods in front of the wholesale 
store. Mr. Brooke replied that the whole matter 
of tieket speculation is covered and regulated by a 
bill passed by the Legislature on Thursday, which 
overrules the Corporation ordinances, but a copy 
of which he did not have in his possession. Judge 
Donohue reserved his decision. 
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TIRED OF LIVING. 
THE SUICIDE OF DENTON MILLER IN THE 
WESTMINSTER HOTEL. 

Denton Miller, entry clerk for Wheeler, 
Parsons & Hayes, jewelers, of No. 2 Maiden-lane, 
shot himself yesterday in the Westminster Hotel, 
He was ason of Albert Miller, and lived with his 
parents at No. 64 Monroe-street, Brooklyn. Mr. 
Miller said yesterday that his son was 34 years of 
age. He was married to Miss Cholmell, 
of Norwalk, Conn., in 1873, and two years 


later the couple were divorced, Denton had 
been very despondent for a long while, but had 
seemed quite cheerful since Tuesday, when he 
went fishing. Mr. Miller last saw his son alive on 
Tuesday night, but other members of the family 
say that he ate breakfast at home on Wednesday 
morning. He failed to return that night or Thars- 
day, and yesterday Mr. Miller came to this City to 
search for him, as his mother was Sag alarmed. 
About 2 o'clock in the afternoon Mr. Miller was 
talking with his son John, at the latter's store, No. 
118 Chambers-street, when the latter reeeived a note 
from his brother,dated from the Westminster Hotel. 
In this note Denton stated that he had registered 
at the hotel on Wednesday night as ‘* P. J. Finch,”’ 
and could be found in Room No. 110. If his broth- 
er found that anything had happened before they 
got to the hotel, he wrote, he hoped John would 
see that he was buried quietly. Mr. Miller and his 
son hurried to the hotel and found the door of 
toom No. 110 locked. One of the hotel clerks suc- 
ceeded in getting it unlocked, and Denton was 
then found lying dead in bed, with blood slowly 
oozing from an ugly wound In the right temple. 
The pistol with which he had killed himself was 
lying by his side. His clothing had been carefully 
hung up on the wall-pegs and the body was nearly 
covered with a sheet. ~ 
Intelligence of the snicide was sent to Coroner 
Knox, who visited the hotel last evening and gave 
a permit fortbe removal of the body to Mr. Miller's 
home, in Brooklyn. No person could be feund in 
the hotel who had heard the report of a pistol in 
the building, and it was not hnown at what hour 
young Miller killed himself. Mr. Miller said that 
his son was not in any financial! trouble. nor nad he 
been in any trouble with a woman. He was un- 
able to think of any possible motive that his son 
could have had to take his own life. 
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OGDEN GOELET’S PROPOSED NEW HOTEL. 

Plans were filed in the Building Depart- 
ment yesterday for a new eight-story family hotel, 
to be erected by Ogden Goelet at the corner of 
Broadway and Forty-third-street. The architect is 
Hugo Kafka. The work of laying the foundation 
has been already begun, and the structure will be 


completed by the Ist of next May. The building 
isto be of Philadelphia brick, with terra cotta and 
brown-stone trimmings, excepting on the first 
story, where the material used is brown-stone and 
fron. From the corner of Broadway and Forty- 
third-street a tower will rise a full story above the 
surrounding building, this being surmounted 
by a flag-staff and ornamented with a tower- 
elock. The billiard-room, kitchen, and serv- 
ing rooms will be in the basement. The 
first floor is to contain the office and resteurant 
and alarge store, In these the wood-work will be 
of cherry and the floorings throughout of marble. 
Allthe staircases are to be fire-proof, the frame- 
work being of iron and the treads of marble. There 
is to be an elevator, and throughout the house the 
latest modern conveniences and improvements are 
to be furnished for the comfort of guests. The sec- 
ond story will contain a large breakfast-room and 
dining-rooms for nurses and children. There will 
also be on this floor a half-dozen choice suites of 
rooms, with bath-rooms, &c., connected. The six 
upper floors will be arranged in suites and single 
apartments, the former being in excess of the lat- 
ter. In @ll there will be 125 rooms for guests. 
Every attention has been paid to the subject of 
ventilation, which, it is anticipated, will be as 
nearly perfect as it is possible to makeit. The 
name for the hotel hasnot yet been selected, nor 
has a landlord been decided upon. 
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HE SUCCEEDED IN FRIGHTENING HER,

He could not give a more satisfactory excuse for

bie or unwilling to state why her husband attempt- 
edtokillher. She said they had vot quarreled. 

When her husband entered the room she had asked 

bim “what brought him home so early,” and he 

had r-plied by shooting at her, Mrs. Koelble is

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MAYOR DE BEVOISH’S ANSWER. 
PUT IN BY COUNSEL AFTER 40 DAYS—AN- 
OTHER ONE PROMISED. 

A very singular answer has just been inter- 
posed in the suit brought by the Attorney-General 
on behalf of the people of the State to recover 
$108,986 66 from Mayor Henry 8S. De Bevoise, of Long 
Island City, on account of funds declared to have 
been misappropriated by the latter to his own use. 
De Bevoise himself, although he had 40 days in 
which to put in the answer, does not verify the 
document by his own affidavit, but leaves it to his 
counsel, Winchester Britton, to do it for him. 
The charge made in the complaint is a very 
simple one. It is asserted that the Mayor 


sold bonds and received $214,856 44 as the proceeds 
of such sales. He paid into the City Treasury only 
$105,919 78, and kept the remaining $108,926 66. In 
the course of the answer prepared for him, Mayor 
De Bevoise is made to admit having received and 
sold the bonds mentioned, excepting 53 of them 
valued at $29,000. Heis entitled to credits, how- 
ever, according to the answer, as follows: New- 
town bonds sold for back taxes, $40,000; Newtown 
bonds stolen from the City Clerk’s office, $5,000; 
deposits, $12.700; and “proceeds of bonds sold 
which have not been received by defendant, $10,- 
300.” He ‘‘further alleges, on information and 
belief, that he is entitled to further credits in and 
relating to his financial acts as Mayor of Long Is- 
land City with said city, in a sum not less than 
$5,000, the partieulars of which he is net yet able to 
state, but which he will hereafter state in an 
amended answer in this action.” He denies owing 
Pe city any money or that he has committed any 
rauad, 

Mr. Britton, in explaining how hoe, instead of his 
client, comes to put in the answer, says this is done 
because of the Mayor’s absence from the State. 
The source of the counsel’s “information and 
grounds of his belief’? are declared to be a ‘‘state- 
ment of the facts of the defense to said complaint 
made by the defendant to said Britton, and exam- 
ination of statements of the accounts of defendant 
with Long Island City.” The complaint was served 
on April 21 and the answer on May 31.

THE POOL-SELLING INJUNCTION. 
Corporation Counsel Whitney yesterday 
sent a communication to the Board of Police in 
answer to a request for his opinion as to the terms 
of the injunction in the suits concerning the inter- 
ference of the Police with the recording of wagers 


and selling pools on horse races, and whether they 
are such as to restrain the Police officers in whose 
presence any of the offenses enumerated in chap- 
ter 178 of the Laws of 1877 are committed from ur- 
resting the persons committing such offenses. Mr. 
Whitney says: **I have endeavored to have the 
case of the American Jockey Club against the 
Board of Police tried before the occurrence of the 
Spring meeting for racing purposes at Jerome 
Park. The case was on the calendar for May, but 
when called the plaintiff's attorney did not appear, 
and his default was thereupon taken and the tem- 
peony injunction dissolved. Subsequently, upon 
@ motion made by the plaintiff's attorney at Cham- 
bers, opposed by me, the default was opened, the 
court directing that the case should be restored to 
the day calendar of the Special Term, and that if 
the plaintiff should seek to delay the immediate 
trial of the case the injunction should be dissolved. 
The question Involved in this case is whether book- 
making as usually carried on at Jerome Park is a 
violation of the provisions of chapter 178 of the 
Laws of 1877, So longas this injunction remains 
in force Police officers cannot arrest persons en- 
gaged in what is commonly known as book-making 
without violating the injunction and being guilty of

While waiting for her trunk all of her money has 
been expenaed, and she {s now entirely destitute.
